A message from His Excellency the Governor, by his private Secre¬ 
tary, Mr. Mason : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,} 

MONTGOMERY, DECEMBER 6, 1847 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 

It affords me pleasure to meet you as the renewed representation of 
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the freemen of the State in her Legislative Halls, and to tender to you 
upon this occasion, my friendly greetings. Assembled at our new Seat 
of Government, and for the first time its biennial session, a retrospect of 
nearly two years, which have elapsed since your last adjournment, is 
presented for consideration. It must be pleasant to you to observe the 
improved condition of every class of our citizens within that period. 
Profiting by the experience of the past, under the smiles of a benificent 
Providence, and a well ordered system of industry and economy, every 
branch of business is in a prosperous and healthy condition. Relieved 
from embarrassment in their finances, our merchants, mechanics, and 
tillers of the soil have resumed an air of cheerfulness ; displaying at once 
the quality of our citizens—the value of our free institutions, and the 
unspeakable goodness of that Supreme Being, who presides over the 
destinies of nations. This prosperous and happy condition, at this junc¬ 
ture in the affairs of the State, affords increased cause of reverence and 
gratitude to the great Author of all; whose goodness has ever been 
marked and pecultar to the American people. 

You must be aware that upon no past session of the General Assem¬ 
bly have been devolved duties so important to our future happiness, as 
those which you are now called upon to perform. A crisis has arrived 
in the affairs of the State, which must call into vigorous action the ut¬ 
most legislative and financial ability and energy of the State. Selected, 
as you have been, by an enlightened constituency, it cannot be doubted 
that you will, be found adequate to the emergency. As a co-operator, 

I feel the utmost solicitude to discharge the high and responsible trust 
confided to me by the Constitution, in such manner as may aid your de¬ 
liberations in accomplishing the best results for our beloved State. 

The great subject for consideration at your present session, and that 
which must mark its character, is the financial condition of the State. 

The causes which have produced embarrassment are of the past; they 
occupy their place in the history of our State Government, and it is 
hoped, will teach a lesson of wisdom in our future course. They are 
sufficiently known to, and impressed upon our constituents, who are 
principally concerned ; and, hence, it may be neither profitable nor pro¬ 
per to point them our here. It would certainly give me no pleasure to 
do so ; for it is humiliating enough to be unable to point to a trace of 
benefit derived from the vast sum borrowed, and which must now be 
returned through levies to be made upon our citizens. Our business is 
not with the causes of embarrassment, which are beyond remedy; but 
with the best means of relief. The time has arrived when efficient ac¬ 
tion must be had, if the honor of the State is to be preserved. Every 
difficulty can now be overcome by the adoption of an enlightened policy. 

A just and equal system of taxation, to an adequate amount, will meet 
the general approbation of our citizens. We are now able to ascertain 
every fact necessary for the establishment of such a system ; and every 
consideration points to the propriety of that course. I n the most ear¬ 
nest manner, therefore, I urge upon you its favorable consideration and 
adoption. 
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Information to be derived from the Commissioners appointed by an 
Act of the last session, "The regulate the affairs of the Banks, and pro¬ 
vide for the payment of the State Bonds," will put you in possession of 
the amount of the outstanding bonds, denominated the "foreign debt;" 
as tell as the amount of the available assets of the Banks. The domes¬ 
tic debt, being the amount due to the Trustees of the University, and 
the inhabitants of the various townships of the State, will be readily 
ascertained, with precision, from various sources within your control. 

Having ascertained the amount to be provided for, the source from which 
provision is to be derived, is at once presented: we: have but one, that 
of direct taxation upon the property and people of the State. 

The revenue to be collected, in order to provide for our indebtedness, 
must vary in its amount, according to the view which may be entertain¬ 
ed its regard to the time at which the whole debt should be paid. I do 
not suppose that advocates can be found for the policy of providing for 
the interest merely of our foreign debt, leaving the principal undimin¬ 
ished, and to remain so indefinitely; certainly not, unless the rate of 
interest were reduced. I n point of economy, as well as in justice to 
posterity, I am decidedly in favor of making provision now, which will 
look to the ultimate discharge of this class of our indebtedness, in some 
reasonable time ; by no means exceeding twenty years—a much short¬ 
er time would meet my view. I, therefore, recommend that an amount 
be raised by taxation, which will be sufficient to pay the expense of 
our State Government, and the accruing interest upon the entire indebt¬ 
edness of the State ; and also, provide a sinking fund to be applied to 
the extinguishment of our foreign debt, in such manners as may be deem¬ 
ed best to effect the great object of its early payment. The amount of 
the proposed sinking fund, in my judgment, should be at least two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars; and to be increased by the amount of interest 
which its application will annually save. 

In regard to the domestic debt, I am impressed with the propriety of 
adopting a different course. The burden recommended as a provision 
for the foreign debt, will receive ample additions for the present, by that 
which is required to meet the interest of this. The character of the dif¬ 
ferent funds, forming our domestic debt, should have great influence 
upon our course in regard to it. Those funds are held by the State as 
a Trustee, who is bound to make the best provision for their security 
and productiveness. The principal is intended to remain—the profits 
only are to be used for the high purposes and objects of the donation. 

If the cash were in hand, and not desired to be retained and used by the 
State, in my view, it would be the duty of the State to invest the funds 
in some sale, productive, permanent stock. In view of our inability 
now, and for some years to come, to discharge this debt, I recommend 
that stock to the amount due be issued by the State, in suitable sums, 
payable to the Trustees of the University, and redeemable at the plea¬ 
sure of the State, with regular coupons for the interest accruing thereon, 
payable half yearly: that these coupons, when due, be receivable in 
payment of taxes, and all other public dues; and, also, payable at the 
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State Treasury, without special appropriation for that purpose. I re¬ 
commend a like course in regard to the Sixteenth Section or School 
funds; by issuing stock to the inhabitants of each township, with cou¬ 
pons payable half yearly; receivable and payable at the Treasury of the 
State as those of the University Stock. 

The amount of the domestic debt cannot fall far short of one million 
three hundred thousand dollars, at this time; the Sixteenth Section funds 
having been increased considerably, since your last session, by collec¬ 
tions. The benefits, to be derived from the course here recommended, 
must be obvious. The coupons, which, at six per cent, interest on the 
proposed stock, will amount to seventy-eight thousand dollars annually, 
will enter into the circulation of the country—remain within the State, 
and in good credit, and be quietly absorbed in the payment of taxes, 
and other dues to the State; affording convenience to our citizens, with¬ 
out doing to any the slightest injury. And in the absence of a sufficient 
circulating medium, receivable at the Treasury, an annual supply to the 
amount mentioned would be sensibly felt; and amongst those, too, who 
will most need its aid ; the coupons to the townships being necessarily 
distributed throughout the whole State. 

When the amount, which will be required to pay the expenses of the 
Government and the interest accruing on our foreign and domestic debt, 
also to provide a suitable sinking fund, is ascertained, the important duty 
of preparing a revenue bill, which will bear equally and justly upon 
our citizens, and realize the amount, will require your patient investiga¬ 
tion and enlightened action. It is certainly of the highest importance 
that the system now to be adopted should be as perfect as it is capable of 
being made. Success in this great enterprise will depend to a consider¬ 
able degree upon it. The subject of taxation, always profoundly diffi¬ 
cult and delicate, is rendered peculiarly so to us, by the history and facts 
of the present crisis. Without intending to scrutinize the wisdom dis¬ 
played in our present and former revenue bills it may be said with pro¬ 
priety that they have not been entirely satisfactory to the people ; and 
that the last has not worked well, is shown by its results, which will 
appear by the report of the Comptroller. 

By the Comptrollers and Treasurers report, you will discover the 
amount of revenue derived from the present assessment. Comparing 
this with the sum necessary to be raised, you will have data for your 
calculations; so far as the principles adopted may meet your views. The 
fairest mode of taxing property, as a general rule, is found in the ad 
valoerm principle, as by it all of the property within the State would be 
required to share the burden. There are exceptions to the rule, I and 
aware; and some which may properly be made in a bill founded gene¬ 
rally upon it. Still they are few in number, and readily discovered— 
at the true value of the property assessed. A valuation by the owner, 
is found in practice, to be exceedingly objectionable. While the con- 
sciencious are often induced to fix a high value upon their property, the 
less scrupulous are found greatly below the proper point. The test, I 
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consider impolitic and improper to be put to our citizens ; and, especially 
when large amounts are involved, as probably will be the case, under 
the levy required. The mode heretofore adopted of classing property, 
and fixing a value upon each class in different parts of the State are far 
from being equal in value ; and even in the same section of the country 
there are material differences, arising from the improvements, at vantages 
of locality, and a variety of other considerations. Slaves, too, between 
particular ages, differ greatly in their value ; as much as any one price 
of property of the same species differs from another. I have mentioned 
these obvious instances with the view to call your attention, particularly, 
to the subject; that a remedy may be provided. The necessaries of the 
State requiring large, contributions from the citizens, they, in turn, have 
a right to demand that their burdens shall be proportionate on equitable 
principles ; nor can we expect them as heretofore, to submit to a revenue 
bill which is seriously objectionable in its very principles ; the amount 
to be raised by any bill will carry as much of object in as such a meas¬ 
ure can bear. I repeat then the great necessity in the adoption of the 
present system, of making it fair and equitable, in every respect; that no 
just cause may exist to induce its abandonment or material change.— 
Slight and unimportant alterations may be expected to be proposed at 
and the details are so arranged as to secure general and impartial justice, 
it will become, as it is so highly important it should become, permanent; 
subject to such amendments only as a change of times and cucumstan- 
ces by common consent shall render necessary and proper. To obviate 
some of the difficulties which may be apprehended, I suggest for your 
consideration, the expediency of making provision for a general and 
uniform system of assessment, at short period, to ascertain the amount 
and value of all the taxable property in the State. Discreet citizens 
might be appointed, perhaps every two years, for even such minute sub 
divisions of territory as a township ; who might make returns, on oath, 
after inspecting the property embraced. These returns might be for the 
guidance of the Tax Collectors ; whose duty it should be to make their 
books a counterpart of the returns of the Assessor; specifying every 
description of property, denoting land definely by its numbers of range 
township, section and part of a section ; and distinctly marking such 
changes of property, from owner to owner, as may have occurred since 
the last assessment. 

The benefits which were anticipated by the friends of the system, 
adopted at your last session, to wind up the affairs of the State Bank and 
Branches, and to provide for the payment of the State Bonds, have been 
fully realized ; and thustrate the wisdom of the measure. The amount 
of collections made, and of debts secured by it, are by no means the only 
benefits derived from its influence. The firm and steady course pursed 
by the Commissioners in regard to their collections, has resulted benefi¬ 
cially for their debtors ; who discovered, at once, that payment must be 
made as prescribed : the delusive hope of benefit from further indul- 
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gence no longer led them into injurious speculations with their means of 
payment, but they were applied to the discharge of their debts. By this 
course they were relieved from harrassment, and enabled to prosecute 
their business profitably. The community have participated largely in 
the benefits resulting from the system. The Bank debtors were nume¬ 
rous, and had still a large number of their friends involved with them ; 
the transactions of all of whom with their neighbors were more or less 
embarrassed, seriously affecting the general confidence and business of 
the community. The vast number of debts which have been wholly 
collected reducing the debtors to a comparatively small number, pre¬ 
sents an aspect of things happily changed. The community is now 
tranquil, confidence is restored, and the relieved debtors are fund pur¬ 
suing a healthy, prosperous business. The notes of the State Bank and 
Branches, a vast amount of which was in circulation, and greatly de¬ 
preciated, were restored to credit most rapidly, and are now very nearly 
at par throughout the State. No irredeemable paper currency ever stood 
higher in a community, than do the notes of our State Bank. 

You will learn, from the report of the Commissioners, the particulars 
of what has been accomplished by them ; from which you will discover 
that which remains to be done, to bring the affairs of the Banks to a final 
close. I recommend a continuance of the system. Valuable modifica¬ 
tions in its details, however, seem to be necessary at the present session ; 
to which I call your attention. After the progress which has been made, 

I am satisfied that the accruing expenses may be properly curtailed ; by 
concentrating the business at one point, and reducing the number of 
officers engaged in its management. I feel satisfied that the main busi¬ 
ness of finally closing the affairs of these institutions can be accomplished 
within the next two years, so as to dispense with the present commission, 
thereafter. I n my view it will be unwise to continue an expensive ma¬ 
chinery, to nurse the worthless debts of the Banks to an indefinite 
period. I, therefore, recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
making provision for the final disposition, by sale at auction, of such 
debts as the Commissioners may find hoplessly insolvent in their hands ; 
as well as of the property, real and personal, of the Banks, which may 
not be readily managed by our State officers. The object here sought 
is an early final disposition and close of the whole subject; for it creates 
a delusive hope of aid to our future financial arrangements which may 
be made to operate most mischievously. You will readily discover that, 
although apparent sacrifices may be made, it will be a saving in the 
end ; when the probable amount of profits, to be derived from their re¬ 
tention, is compared with the expense. 

Under the provision of the 8th section of the Act creating this Commis¬ 
sion, the Commissioners made a report to me of the amount of collec¬ 
tions up to the first of J anuary, 1847. Showing a gross amount of 
$1,832,794 24. A semi-annual report was also made of their collec¬ 
tions up to the first day of J uly, 1847, showing a further sum of $1,031,- 
977 31. A synopsis of each of these reports was duly published, as- 
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required. Each of these reports will he found at large in the State 
Department; to which your attention is invited. 

The honor of the State remains untarnished, its regard to our foreign 
and domestic debts. The Commissioners have promply discharged the 
interest upon the foreign debt as it became payable—and, it is presumed, 
have faithfully applied the surplus funds in their hands to the discharge, 
in the most, efficient manner, of our foreign Bonds, as contemplated by 
the Legislature All of the assets of the Banks to be hereafter realized; 
and the whole surplus in the Treasury, together with all the assets in 
their hands, I recommend should be applied to the purchase of our for¬ 
eign bonds; after retaining a sufficient amount to pay the interest of our 
debts which may fall due, before collections of taxes can be made to 
meet it. The propriety of paying promptly the interest for which the 
faith of the State is pledge, is not debatable ; and I should feel myself 
utterly unworthy of the station I hold, if I could treat the subject other¬ 
wise. The honor of the State, which is far above all price, is involved 
in it; and all hazards encountered in their preservation, however great 
they may be, will not be considered by the patriot. The case presents, 
simply, one mode of deciding whether our free institutions shall be pre¬ 
served ; a dishonored people cannot long maintain a free government. 

Pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled "An Act to authorize 
and require the Governor of the State of Alabama to apply for and re¬ 
ceive the distributive share of the proceeds of the public lands, set apart 
for the State of Alabama.” I caused to be paid to the Bank Commis¬ 
sioners the funds referred to ; which were appropriated by them to the 
object pointed out in the second section of the act mentioned. At the 
same time, I caused, also, to be paid to them the amount allowed and 
paid of the claims of this State against the Government of the United 
States, for advances made by Alabama to carry on the Creek War; be¬ 
ing the amount obtained through our agent, Hon R. T. Scott. There 
is still an unpaid balance of those claims, which may require further ac¬ 
tion, and to which your attention is called. I cannot pass this subject 
without expressing the favorable consideration due to the agent, for the 
fidelity, energy and ability displayed in prosecuting our claims. 

The withdrawing of the notes of our State Bank and Branches, in 
the process of winding them up, has left but little more than one million 
of that currency in circulation ; and must, in a short time, abstract the 
whole of it. Having no banking institution in the State of sufficient 
capital to supply their place, it has been done by the issues of Banks in 
the neighboring States. The bank of Mobile, situated at our great em¬ 
porium, has done much in supplying a sound and healthy currency— 
indeed the notes of that bank are the only paper currency amongst us 
that can be confidently relied on by our citizens. From the limited 
amount of its capital, however, it is utterly inadequate to a full supply. 

The notes of Banks of other States can be judged of only by their gen¬ 
eral standing ; our State authorities having no means of acquiring relia¬ 
ble information in regard to them. The repeated failures of those insti¬ 
tutions, producing great losses to the people amongst whom their notes 
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circulate, and injuring those most who reside at the greatest distance 
from the Bank, have, to a great extent, destroyed confidence in most of 
this description of currency. This want of confidence in a currency 
which they are compelled, from surrounding circumstances, to use, op¬ 
erates most injuriously upon our citizens, by subjecting them to anxieties 
about its depreciation,— to the ruinous exactions of brokers and shavers, 
—or possibly, to hasty or unwise investments, in order to pass it off. 

The taxes required to be paid to meet the necessities of the State can¬ 
not be receivable in the notes of foreign Banks. While some might be 
safely taken, others would be found valueless on our hands; and hence, 
to avoid loss, as well as invidious discrimination in regard to those 
institutions, it is not probable that any will be taken. Without a suit¬ 
able amount of receivable currency amongst our citizens, the burden of 
our taxation would become exceedingly oppressive. If we are com¬ 
pelled to use a paper currency, as it seems we are, the views which I 
have given, as well as others which are at hand, point to the propriety 
of supplying it ourselves. It cannot, with truth, be denied that this 
State pays tribute to those which supply this kind of currency, to the 
amount, at least, of banking interest for the sum used. The annual 
drain from the State, on this account must be very large, and too im¬ 
portant to be overlooked, or disregarded, by an enlightened statesman, 
at the present juncture of our affairs. 

If, to these considerations, we add the great value of a Bank at the 
seat of Government, to aid in carrying out our financial operations, and 
to afford a safe place, of deposit for the larger amount of revenue which 
must be annually collected, the propriety of creating such an institution 
is rendered palpable. That you have the Constitutional power to char¬ 
ter a Stock Bank is, at this day, undisputed. It has been repeatedly 
done, and acquiesced in, and, I presume, none will be found to object to 
it now. It may be objected, however, that in the financial condition of 
the State, she will not be able to take two-fifths of the stock, which is 
required by the Constitution to be reserved to her; and that without 
this, the Constitution prohibits its establishment. My best reflection 
has brought me to a different conclusion. The propriety of taking the 
stock, at this time, is a question of policy to be, settled by you. If the 
constitutuional proportion of stock is reserved for the State, in my judg¬ 
ment, the requirement of the Constitution is complied with: and whether 
it is ever taken or not can make no difference. This question has been 
settled by Legislative decision in the grant of the charter of the "Plan¬ 
ters' and Merchants' Bank” The stock reserved to the State in that 
institution was never taken; although her means were then ample, if 
it had been deemed necessary, or expedient. 

I have treated this subject here, as controlled by circumstances which 
exist, and which we cannot sufficiently modify or change. If, by ab¬ 
staining from the establishment of a Bank of the description contem¬ 
plated, we could secure a currency of the precious metals, I should be 
amongst the first to urge that course. This, however, is impossble; 
as is manifest to every intelligent man. We cannot control this subject;

and the alternative is presented to us, of making a currency for ourselves; 
of a sound and healthy character, in which all may have confidence ; or 
of submitting to the present state of things- I n our circumstances, a 
paper currency is inevitable, and bids defiance to every effort of the au¬ 
thorities of the State. I should now favor any policy which would sup¬ 
ply a metallic currency for the smaller transactions of our citizens ; and 
if a law could be enforced prohibiting the circulation of any bank note 
below the denomination often dollars, it would meet my hearty sanc¬ 
tion. I am confident, however, from the past history of such efforts, 
that even this concession would not be made. That wholesome enact¬ 
ment against the circulation of change tickets, from the date of its pas¬ 
sage, has remained a dead letter upon our statute book. 

I n view of our present condition, I recommend the establishment of a 
Stock Bank, of small capital, with all the suitable and proper guards 
which may be necessary to secure the bill holder, as well as all others 
who mya have transactions with it; amongst which, in my judgment, 
it would be proper to make each stockholder liable for an additional 
sum beyond the stock subscribed of equal amount to it, and that this lia¬ 
bility be extended for twelve months from the date of any transfer which 
he might make and embrace, during that period, the assignee also; re¬ 
serving all necessary power over its charter, and to examine into its 
affairs, which you may deem expedient. 

The propriety of re-organizing the Treasury Department of the State 
will be apparent to you, in view of the changes produced by the removal 
of the Seat of Government, biennial sessions of the Legislature, — and 
the new financial system to be adopted at your present session. The 
penalty of the Treasurer's bond is one hundred thousand dollars. This 
was considered sufficient during the connection of that office with the 
State Bank, and the annual recurrence of your sessions. This connect¬ 
ion is now severed. Your sessions occurring once in two years, with 
an increased revenue, will render this security inadequate, without some 
supervision of that Department. The amount of the bond, if increased, 
might render it difficult for the officer elected to find sufficient securities. 

I doubt, too, whether a larger penalty would add much to its availabili¬ 
ty, in case a resort to the bond becomes necessary. I, therefore, recom¬ 
mend to your consideration the propriety of requiring the State Trea¬ 
surer to make either monthly or quarterly reports to the Governor of the 
State, during the recess of the Legislature, with ample power in the Ex¬ 
ecutive, to supervise the management of this Department, with such 
control of the officer as may be necessary to secure the State from loss. 

A thorough examination should be make into the past management of 
this Department, under the present system, with a view to the detection 
of defects in the system, and also to ascertain any mismanagement which 
may have intervened— the last object mentioned should be sought as 
well for the benefit of the incumbent, as for the protection of the interest 
of the State. The office of Comptroller of the Treasury, in most of our 
sister States, is one of the first importance, and ranks high in the estima¬ 
tion of State officers, as well in regard to salary as in the qualifications 
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required for the discharge of its duties. The Comptroller is the financial 
officer of the State, from whose reports, and estimates, the most valuable 
information is derived to the Legislature, in regard to their revenue bills 
and their general fiscal action. In this State, under its present organi¬ 
zation, the duties of this officer are mainly directed to enforcing collect¬ 
ions from delinquent revenue officers, and to act as a check upon the 
Treasurer. And here it may be proper to remark, that it is evidently 
the design of our system that the Treasurer should receive and disburse 
the funds of the State on the warrant of the Comptroller only; and that, 
under no circumstances, should the money of the State be paid to the 
Comptroller. The amount of his bond being $5,000, only, is conclusive 
on this point. The practice, however, is different, as you will discover. 

All collections made by suit from defaulting revenue officers and others, 
are conducted in the name of the Comptroller, and received by him.— 

The gross amount passing through his hands, from this source, hereto¬ 
fore, has been very large, and it is probable will be much increased 
hereafter. Upon these transactions there is manifestly no sufficient 
check. The assessments, and other evidences of liability, are not in the 
possession of the Treasurer, but of the Comptroller himself. The Clerk 
of the Court in which recoveries are had, is not required to report them 
to any State authority— and it is obvious that, if at any time the Comp¬ 
troller should become unfaithful, large sums might be withheld from the 
Treasury without exciting suspicion even— and of great difficulty of de¬ 
tection. The security afforded by his bond would be inadequate— 

These defects in the present system, should you deem it proper to retain, 
are to glaring to be permitted to remain. It is due alike to the present 
incumbent and the State, and therefore, I recommend that the most 
thorough examination be made into the transactions of this office, on 
the subject mentioned. 

I recommend that the office of Comptroller be elevated to its proper 
rank— that the salary be increased to such an amount as will command 
the best financial ability of the State— that the duties of this officer be 
enlarged— that in addition to those now required of him, that it be 
made his duty to collect such valuable statistical information as may be 
useful in the deliberations of the General Assembly— make him the 
financial officer of the State in the management of the revenue, and its 
application to the discharge of our debts. You will doubtless feel the 
embarrassment incident to the absence of the information proposed to 
be secured, as well as estimates which should be furnished by this officer 
in framing a revenue bill at your present session— the meagerness of the 
aid to be derived from the results of the last bill upon that subject must 
render the one to be prepared unavoidably, an experiment to too great 
a degree, when every consideration points to the great importance of its 
permancy— and this must be the result whether the ad valorem princi¬ 
ple is adopted in its preparation or not. 

Pursuant to an Act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, 
approved, 4th February, 1846. "To lease out the Penitentiary,” a con¬ 
tract was duly entered into, which Major J ohn G. Graham, for a lease 
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during the term of six years from its date, as prescribed ; the lessee 
paying therefor, the sum of five hundred dollars, annually, at the end of 
each year. The contract will be found on file, in the State Department: 
to which you are referred for the particulars of it. By a provision in, 
the second section of the Act, a discretion was given the Executive, of 
selecting amongst the propositions or bids to be made, with reference to 
the fitness of the person bidding. I was not put to the necessity of ex¬ 
ercising this discretion ; as no other bid was made in which more than a 
nominal sum was offered, and the high character and .fitness of the 
lessee was well supported. It affords me pleasure to add that the test 
of experience has fully sustained the representations then made of him 

I made my annual visit to the Penitentiary in October, 1846; and, 
again in the same month of the present year. Upon my first visit men¬ 
tioned, I spent several days in making the most thorough examination 
into every department of the I nstitution in which the State was at all 
concerned ; the result of which satisfied me that great and important im¬ 
provements had been made by the lessee, not only in the shops and 
grounds, but in the more important point of the discipline, and man¬ 
agement of the convicts. Reformation being the great object sought 
through the influence of this discription of punishment, I found that ob¬ 
ject gained here earlier, and in a manner more consonant to our feelings 
of humanity than I had ever expected. I found upon each visit, the 
lessee superintending in person, the control of the inmates; and while 
the most perfect order was maintained by a firm and rigid execution of 
the prison dicipline it was conducted with good temper and kindness, 
which seemed to relieve, to a great extent, the irksomness of confine¬ 
ment. Religious exercises are regularly kept up on successive Sabbaths; 
and, it is believed with much moral benefit to the convicts. I have re¬ 
ceived reliable information that many of the discharged convicts are now 
reformed ; and are industriously engaged in carrying on the trade ac¬ 
quired by the I nstitution. I consider it fortunate in every point of view, 
that the Penitentiary has fallen into such hands. It had been, from its 
creation, a source of great expense to the State ; it is now accomplish¬ 
ing its ends better than before, and yielding a profit. 

The report of the Inspectors will put you in possession of the particu¬ 
lars of the transfer of the stock of the Penitentiary, the debts, collec¬ 
tions, and such other information as may be interesting to the State. I 
was informed by them, on my last visit that some delapidations are 
going on, in the main building, which were begun prior to the lease ; 
and which it is necessary should meet early attention. The particulars 
will be communicated to you by their report. I recommend to your con¬ 
sideration to the propriety of providing for immediate repairs ; if they are 
such as the lessee is not required, by his contract to make. 

Under a joint resolution adopted at the last session of the General 
Assembly, "Concerning the Penitentiary," approved 5th February, 

1846. I appointed Seth P. Storrs, Esq., of Wetumpka, "agent to in¬ 
spect and examine, and investigate the books, accounts and vouchers of 
the Wardens, from the commencement of the Institution of the Peniten- 
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tiary of the State," whose report will be found on file in the State De¬ 
partment. From the opinion of the Agent, as expressed in his report, 

I did not consider it necessary to institute suit against either of the War¬ 
dens. I refer the subject, however, to you ; and invite your examina¬ 
tion of it. No provision was made by the resolution for compensating 
the Agent for his services ; which were arduous, and required skill and 
ability. The, duties have been ably and faithfully performed, and should 
be properly renumerated. I did not consider it proper to take upon 
myself the power of fixing, his compensation, and paying the same out 
of the contingent fund ; but as the resolution was silent on the subject 
of compensation, I supposed it was the intention of the Legislature to 
provide for it, as subsequent session. The account of the agent for his 
services, will be laid before you ; and believing as I do, that it is reason¬ 
able and proper, I recommend that an appropriation be made for its 
payment. 

By joint resolutions of the last session, approved 3d February, 1846, 
it is made the duty of the Governor of this State, to employ counsel to 
defend the claim of her citizens in regard to the disputed boundary be¬ 
tween this State and the State of Georgia. Under these resolutions, I 
was applied to by Mr. S. M. Ingersoll, to engage counsel for the defence 
of three cases brought against him in the Superior Court of Muscogee 
county, Georgia ; involving, as he alleged, the question of boundary, and 
coming within the meaning of the resolutions referred to. The resolu¬ 
tions leave it to the discretion of the Executive, to act, or not, in the 
matter. Sincerely desirous to do whatever the Legislature intended 
should be done. I examined the question with the sole view to ascertain 
whether the cases or either of them, involved the question contemplated 
by the resolutions ; and my best lights upon the subject brought me to 
the conclusion that it was not embraced by either case. In this opinion 
the Attorney General, to whom it was referred, fully concurred. I 
therefore declined to comply with the request. I present the documents, 
with the opinion of the Attorney General, for your examination ; with 
the suggestion that, if the cases presented were intended to be embraced, 
further and more explicit action must be had on the subject. The docu¬ 
ments will be found in the State Department. 

Under joint resolutions of your last session, approved 26th J anuary, 
1846. "For the appointment of a Commissioner to act on the part of 
Alabama, in the settlement of the line between the State of Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia,” I appointed the Flon. James M. Calhoun, of Dal¬ 
las county, who met the Commissioner on the part of the Florida, the Hon. 
J ames T. Archer, with whom he agreed upon and settled the boundary 
line dividing the two States ; as is shown by written articles, signed in 
duplicate by the respective Commissioners. The original, retained by 
the Commissioner on the part of this State, is on file in the State De¬ 
partment. The second article of the agreement contemplates a ratifica¬ 
tion, by the authorities of the respective States, of the articles agreed 
upon. This will require the action of the General Assembly, in the 
form of an act or joint resolution. I am entirely satisfied that the line 
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ascertained and agreed upon by the Commissioners, is the true boundary 
between the States of Alabama and Florida ; and, therefore, recom¬ 
mend the ratification of the articles of agreement: 

Under an act of your last session entitled an act.” To carry into effect the 
provisions of an act, entitled, an act to carry into effect in the States of Alaba¬ 
ma and Mississippi, the existing compact with those State, with regard to the 
five per cent fund, and the school reservations passed by the Congress of the 
United States, approved 26th February 1845;" I appointed Lemuel Cook, Esq. 
of Franklin and J ohn Brown Esq. of Marion county, to select the lands men¬ 
tioned in the act. On the 5th day of May 1846, they made a partial report. 

The selections reported consisted of eighty and forty acre tracts; being such as 
were not authorized by the act of Congress referred to I rejected ; and directed 
the Commissioners to make other selections. 

Another report was made on the 20th October 1846, in which selections are 
made for the seven entire townships, but none for either of the fifteen fractional 
townships. Not being able to find any subdivisions of sections suitable, under 
the act of Congress. The lands selected though doubtless the best that could 
be found, are of but very little value ; (being located in the mountainous regions 
of the two counties named) as is shown by the reports, and confirmed to me by 
the most reliable authority. The fifteen tractional townships cover as much 
space nearly as the seven entire ones for which selections were made. In view 
of the partial settlement of this question, the valueless description of the lands 
selected, and the assurance that the inhabitants of neither of the townships 
would accept the selections made, I declined the additional expense which would 
have been necessarily incurred by the State in presenting them for acceptance 
or rejection by the inhabitants of the respective townships for which they were 
chosen. 

Another view of this subject had much influence with me. No question can 
be made as to the right of the inhabitants of the townships mentioned to the 
section numbered sixteen respectively in each, under the compact referred to in 
the act of Congress, and in case of its previous sale, or other disposition by the 
Government, to its equivalent, according to the estimated, or minimum price, at 
which the public lands are held. The proposition made in the act referred to, in 
view of the valueless character of lands, from which the selections were requir¬ 
ed to be made, I consider to be unreasonable and unjust. I think it would be unwise 
to compromise this claim upon the Government, for such a compensation, and 
that the claim, however long deferred, is worth more than the lands proposed to 
be given in discharge of it. I recommend that a suitable memorial be prepared, 
representing the valueless character of the lands from which the selections are 
authorized to be made, and asking that remuneration be made in cash at the rate 
of $1.25 per acre for the lands disposed of or in scrip receivable in payment for 
public lands at the same rate per acre. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly a war has been declared to 
exist between the United States and the Republic of Mexico : and requisitions 
have been made by the President upon Alabama for troops for its presecution. 

The first requisition was made in May 1846, for "one regiment of volunteer I n- 
fantry or Riflemen” to serve for the term of twelve months : This force was 
supplied in J une of the same year. I n a short time thereafter I was requested 
by the War Department to raise five companies of the same description of 
troops to be held in readiness to enter the service of the United States when 
called for. This request was complied with and duly reported, the troops how¬ 
ever, have not been called for by the Government. 
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Before any requisition was made upon that State for troops, at a time when it 
was reported that the small force constituting the army of occupation on the Rio 
Grade under the command of General Taylor, was in emminent danger from 
the large number of the enemy in its neighborhood, three companies of patriot¬ 
ic citizens commanded by Captains Desha, Elmore and Platt, respectively, 
without delay, marched to its supposed relief. About the same time, and induced 
doubtless by the same report, I received a communication from General Gains, 
then commanding the Southern Division of the United States Army, suggesting 
the propriety of recommending to our "Young Chivalry" to raise and orga¬ 
nize volunteer companies in anticipation of a call which which was expected 
to be made upon the State for troops by the President in order to be able prompt¬ 
ly to respond to it. Approving the course suggested, I issued a proclamation 
accordingly : but at the same time carefully guarded against and procedure of 
the companies which might be raised without my further orders. 

The excitement that prevailed at that time throughout the country was such as 
to induce a large number of volunteer companies to proceed to the city of Mobile 
without my order, where they were received and mustered into the service of 
the United States by the order of General Gaines, to serve for the term of six 
months. One regiment was organized, and elected their field officers ; and six 
additional companies were received as a part of a second regimen. I had no 
farther connexion with this procedure, than to commission the officers. Enter¬ 
taining fears that the course of General Gaines in regard to these troops might 
not meet the sanction of the President: and feeling anxious that our patriotic 
citizens thus engaged should not be disappointed ; apprehending too that inju¬ 
rious consequences would follow their discharge, in future efforts to raise a 
volunteer force in this State, I addressed a communications to the Secretary of 
War, urging their acceptance— describing the high quality of the troops, and 
the patriotic motives by which they were governed— adverting also to the con¬ 
sequences which would probably follow their rejection. 

Before the reply of the Secretary of War reached me, I received a communi¬ 
cation from that Department, which rendered it necessary that I should disband 
this force, which I proceeded to do without delay, as it was clear from this com¬ 
munication that the troops could not be received. Having proceeded without 
authority of law, there was no provision for paying those troops, which rendered 
their condition extremely unpleasant. In order to relieve them as far as possible 
I caused the discharge of each man to be so framed as to embody all the facts which 
might be necessary to secure the benefit of such provision as should thereafter 
be made by Congress for their compensation, for I did not do but but that provision 
would be made. With these, I was enabled to relieve them from embarrass- 
mant, and to afford the means of conveyance for each, to the neighborhood of 
his home. My expectations were soon after realized in regard to the action of 
Congress, in the premises. Provision was made for the compensating of these 
troops, and the whole matter was adjusted to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
as I have been informed. 

Four companies of the Regiment mentioned, under the command of Lieut. 

Col. Raford, had embarked for Point Isabel, before the receipt of the communi¬ 
cation referred to. Fearing that aid might become necessary to them, I dis¬ 
patched Maj. Sanford, of General Smith's staff to make such provision for them 
as might be required. I am happy to be able to say, however, that no difficulty 
was encountered by them requiring the assistance contemplated. These compa¬ 
nies were sent back by the Government, to Mobile where they were discharg- 
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ed, and returned home. The important aid afforded me, in the management of 
this difficult, and painful subject, by Gen. Walter Smith, and his staffs entitle 
them to my gratitude and thanks. 

Early in May last, a further requisition was made by the President on this 
State, for troops to the extent of one company of mounted volunteers, and five 
companies or one Battalion of Infantry, to serve during the War with Mexico. 

This call was made known to our citizens, by a proclamation dated on 6th 
day of May, 1847, in which they were requested to respond to it promptly. In 
a very short time thereafter, the company of mounted volunteers was furnished. 

I was not successful in regard to the Infantry requested. Having failed to 
obtain a single company, on the 30th day of September last, I published a se¬ 
cond proclamation, in which 1 urged upon our citizens the importance of supply¬ 
ing the force called for by our country. I ascertained in a short time that unless 
the necessary expenses to be incurred in raising and subsisting the troops were 
provided for, no effort which I could make would be successful. In consequence 
of which, and in order to preserve the honor and standing of the State, which I 
felt to be deeply involved in the success of my efforts, on the 14th day of October 
last, I published an address to the people in which I undertook to provide for the 
expenses mentioned, with the funds of the State. The result of this course has 
been the accomplishment of the great object sought. 

The five companies of Infantry called for, have been tendered to me, and ac¬ 
cepted— two of which have been mustered into the service of the United States, 
and the other three, are en route to Mobile, the place of rendevous, for muster. 

The expenditures which have been made, so far as they have been certified 
to me, have been paid out of the contingent fund, and will be reported to you 
by the Comptroller. I have endeavored throughout, to observe proper economy 
in the application of this fund to the object mentioned. My instructions to the 
agents, who have disbursed the funds, have been, to require proper vouchers 
for the claims certified for payment, which I presume have been strictly ob¬ 
served. I entertain no doubt, from the past course of Congress upon like occasions 
that upon proper application, the amount expended, or most of it, will be refund¬ 
ed. And I submit to you the propriety of making such application. 

I made the expenditures mentioned, under a full knowledge that my pow¬ 
er to do so was of questionable character— and that my course involved great 
responsibility. I could not have been induced to pursue such a course upon an 
ordinary occasion. I trust, however, that I shall never see a time when I will 
hesitate to maintain the honor of the State at any hazard. I have acted in 
good faith, for the best interest of the State, in view of the emergency presented, 
and I submit my procedure on this subject, with confidence, to the Representa¬ 
tives of the people. 

I cannot lay down my responsible office without adverting, in the most ear¬ 
nest manner, to the culture and improvement of, what are unspeakably the 
most important resources of the State— beyond the productiveness of the soil, 
commerce or arts— the minds of her citizens. To make man even in a profit¬ 
able labouring animal he must be educated, to a degree. That all the people 
of a State should be liberally, or even equally, educated, is not to be expected. 

But, to provide the opportunity of both a general and a special education and 
to place them as cheaply and as readily as possible within the reach of all who 
choose to strive for them, is, at once, the greatest duty of the State, and the most 
important function of the Legislator. 

The enlighted training of the mind, the great contriver and executor of all. 
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work, more than all other causes put together, promotes industry, develops re¬ 
sources, augments thrift, accumulates wealth, both national and individual. The 
legislator who should deny this, cannot have intelligently opened his eyes on the 
history of this world, of nations or men. Suppose every contributor to human 
comfort or productiveness, which has been made by science, to be withdrawn, 
what then would be the condition of the world? 

It is even questionable whether great wealth and resources, in the hands of 
an imperfectly educated, unenlightened people, are not wholly a curse; not a 
blessing. They would inevitably lead, in such hands, to the exaltation of the 
animal, above the rational and moral, nature of man; and would plunge the pos¬ 
sessors into such pleasures and pursuits as must involve them in profligacy, guitl 
and ruin. In a Republic, the masses cannot safely be ignorant. The great 
lever of such a form of Government is the will of the people. They have the 
tremendous power to do whatever they please. Leave them unenlightened, their 
course may be that of blind caprice or of headlong fury. If not, they become 
the mere subservient pliant tools of intriguing demagogues. 

Deeply penetrated with such views, it had been my wish, and indeed I had 
made a beginning, to digest and present for your consideration, with such aids 
as I could command, a practicable and efficient system of general education, or 
common schools throughout the State. Much to my regret, I am restrained 
from what would have been the most delightful work on my administration, by the 
conviction that, in our present embarrassments, it would not be wise to attempt 
more than the careful preservation and productive management of the funds for 
this purpose, entrusted to our keeping by the liberal policy of the General Gov¬ 
ernment; I mean the sixteenth section funds. This much, I am convinced, no 
enlightened patriot will refuse to do, under whatever pressure of the public bur¬ 
dens. But I must not withhold the expression of my deep conviction that the 
preservation of our State University— its funds entire and productive, its reputa¬ 
tion and efficiency, untarnished undiminished— is both fundamental and indis¬ 
pensable to any general, permanent and efficient system of common schools. 

Not only must we look to that, for what the common school cannot do, to fur¬ 
nish accomplished and profound statesmen and professional characters, of all 
kinds; but I hold that the common school cannot even exist, to the number and the 
measure of usefulness required by the public weal, without some great central 
seat of higher learning in the State. Common schools cannot flourish without 
home-bred teachers, whose information, if they are to be respected and useful, 
must extend far beyond what they are required to teach. We may look in vain 
to the common school to furnish such, in sufficient numbers. 

Besides, the very desire for good common schools depends on the general 
diffusion of a spirit of improvement, guaranteed and sustained by the higher seats 
of learning. The advantages of learning must be exhibited and partially diffu¬ 
sed, before the desire for it can become general. In what country, or in what 
age, have the common schools been generally originated or sustained with 
enlightened and steady interest, except as they were brought into being, stimu¬ 
lated and supplied from the time honored fountains and endowments for superior 
education? The experience of mankind would lead us as well to expect an ef¬ 
fect without a cause. 

With the means of such superior education in the States around us, sustained 
by large public endowments, if we permit our own to be crippled or to fall into 
decay, we do but render ourselves subsidiary to them, and cannot maintain an 
honorable independence. Such are the well known and uncontrollable advanta- 
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ges of superior intellectual training, in any competition for the places of influ¬ 
ence and emolument, that, if you ,permit your own sons to remain uneducated at 
home, the better educated youth of the neighboring States will inevitably flow in 
upon all those places, and fill them to the exclusion of your own; nor can any 
dexterity of party combinations or management prevent this general result. If 
we send our sons abroad to be educated on a scale of equality with others, we 
not only estrange them from our climate, laws and institutions, and all the kindly 
influences of home— preparing them for every form of heterogeneous innovation, 
but there goes also with it, a large amount of the money-capital of the State, to 
be employed in building up institutions abroad, and in reflecting disgrace upon 
ourselves. Can either branch of this alternative be borne? 

A University is not exclusively for the rich. The object of its endowment 
is to provide for all its heavier expenses out of the public funds, so that all the 
benefit of its various and most extended means of instruction may be offered to 
all alike at the cheapest possible rate, and brought down as nearly as may be, 
within reach of the obscurest and most indigent citizen. In consequence of these 
wise public endowments abounding in our country, collegiate education is every 
where vastly below its cost. That Institution which has the largest public en¬ 
dowment can place it the furthest below its cost; which fro motives of policy 
if no better, any I nstitution having the power would not fail to do. Is it true, 
then, that a great public endowment within a State, intended to bring down 
the acquirement of a liberal education as far as possible below its natural cost, 
is an institution exclusively or specially, for the rich? Rather, is it not true, 
that by such means a greater number of the middle class as to wealth, or even 
of the industrious and aspiring poor, will be liberally educated, than could possi¬ 
bly be, without those endowments? The greater the number of well educated 
persons scattered through the community, the better facilities and encourage¬ 
ment for common schools, and the more perfect diffusion of every kind of useful 
knowledge among the masses. This brings knowledge, by the varied forms of 
association among men, more or less into contact with every apprehending 
mind. Let the State's University sink, the rich will suffer little. Their wealth 
will bear them into more favored regions, where learning is cherished; they 
will acquire it at whatever cost. But for the poor, the only hope of an impro¬ 
ved education will be quenched. If education be beyond a limited cost, none of 
them can acquire it. The rich then enjoy it as their exclusive monopoly, and 
there is nothing but the means of collegiate education, near their homes, and 
brought within the means of the greatest number possible, that can break this 
monopoly down— a monopoly more injurious to the best interests of the people 
than a monopoly of salt or of bread. 

I have resided for some years near the University of the State. It has been 
my concern, both before and since my official relation to it to observe its con¬ 
dition and progress, and I am gratified in being able to report to you that it is 
well managed. Under the direction of its wise and laborious President, and of 
the able and faithful men who are associated with him, students are there re¬ 
ceiving as thorough and extensive a course of instruction and of useful training, 
as is imparted at any institution of the kind in our country. A new chair has 
been established, since your last session, of Geology, Mineralogy and Agricul¬ 
tural Chemistry; and has been filled by the appointment of an officer of distin¬ 
guished ability, in his department. Besides the business of giving instruction in 
those branches, it is wisely made his duty to travel through the State, not ex¬ 
ceeding four months of each year, with the view to explore and develope its 
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wealth and capabilities of every kind. Thus, we may expect that in o very 
long period, the whole State will have passed under the scrutiny of a scientific 
eye, at the expense of the University, and its resources will have been exposed 
to the view of the owners of the soil, without cost to them; a benefit which of 
itself, will far transcend in value the utmost amount of the capital of the Univer¬ 
sity. 

Between the University and the bank of the State, there is an unsettled ac¬ 
count. The bank has a claim against it, on account of money borrowed, at an 
early day, for the erection of buildings, while the University presents an equita¬ 
ble claim against the State, on various grounds, for a much larger amount. There 
can be no doubt but that the relation of the State to the University is strictly 
fiduciary. The obligations she has assumed with regard to it are engrafted on 
the constitution, and make part of the fundamental law, by which you came into 
existence as a State. You assumed the care of the University fund, as a grant 
of the General Government, in the capacity of a trustee, under the most solemn 
of all sanctions, pledging the "faith and credit” of the State for its custody and 
productiveness. I, therefore, recommend that you cause the necessary investi¬ 
gation to be made and a settlement with the trustees to be effected, on principles 
of justice and liberality consonant with the enlightened spirit of the age, and be¬ 
coming the dignity and honor of the State of Alabama.

Reuben Chapman having received a majority of all the votes cash for 
Governor, at the late general election, as appeared from the said official 
returns, Mr Speaker declared him to have been duly and constitution. 
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ally elected Governor of the State of Alabama, for the term prescribed 
by the Constitution. 

The Senate then withdrew, and the House resumed the consideration 
of its appropriate business.

The hour of eleven having arrived the Senate appeared in the Hall of the 
House for the reception of Brigadier General Shields. 

Gen. Shields was escorted into the Hall by the Marshalls, Wilson and Raiford 
and by them presented to the President of the Senate, and Speaker of the 
House. 

Mr. McClung of the Senate, on part of the General Assembly delivered 
the following salutary address, and in behalf of the two Houses, welcomed the 
Gen. To the State of Alabama. 

"GENERAL SHIELDS, the pleasing duty of greeting you on your return 
from the glorious campaign through which you have so honorably 
served, has devolved upon me. I, therefore, greet you, in the name of 
the State of Alabama. I greet you in the name of her Representatives, 

I greet you in the name of the people in their majesty. [Loud cheers.] 

The applause that rings in your ears is sufficient to inform you that the 
people appreciate your services. You were received yesterday at, the 
wharf with the thunders of artillery. Last evening you shred in the 
hospitality of those of our citizens who were anxious to offer a testimony 
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of their feelings towards you. I n ancient times, various modes were 
adopted for rewarding public merit, among which the ceremony of reso¬ 
lution was most frequently in use. But here on this occasion, the peo¬ 
ple pour out from their hearts, the warm feelings of their gratitude for 
the gallant deeds which you have done, the great services which you 
have performed. [Loud cheers] When first appointed to perform this 
duty, I thought I would sit down and write out on paper such express 
sions as would appear to me most suitable to the occasion, but when I 
began to carry this intention out, the language looked too cold and I 
threw the paper aside: preferring to rely upon the impulse of the mo¬ 
ment for the utterance of such language as the warm feelings of my 
heart should prompt.” [Loud cheers.] Your progress to the capital of 
this county will be a march of triumph; for you will every where be 
met with a warm reception from a proud and grateful people. The fair 
daughters of our own State are here to greet you and by the diamond 
moisture in their eyes, von may plainly see how deeply their feelings 
participate in this public tribute paid to your merits a solider; an ad¬ 
mirable illustration of the truth of the old saying, that "none but the 
brave deserve the fair” Woman: last at the cross and first at the grave 
is ever ready to reward the gallant services of the patriot warrior. — 

[Loud cheers.] 

You came from the Emerald Isle and landed upon these shores when 
a boy. You left behind you the misery and the oppression consequent 
upon bad government, and came to this land, which has ever been a 
home to the oppressed. You came hither with a heart devoted to LIB¬ 
ERTY! to battle in the cause of Freedom. It is the instinctive feeling 
of an Irishman — and for this, therefore, you deserve no credit. [Loud 
cheers.] I n the course of your life, you have held various distinguished 
offices, and in all you have secured for yourself a reputation for ability' 
and integrity. You were appointed to a comm and in the army shortly 
after the commencement of the war, and the manner in which you have 
distinguished yourself in the field has proved how felicitous that ap¬ 
pointment was. In all the battle which were fought, in which you 
were personally engaged, you have nobly done your duty. We will 
not forgot the other battles that were fought — Palo Alto, Resaca de la 
Palma, Monterey and Buena Vista, nor the gallant officers and soldiers 
who achieved them. [Loud cheers.] Their mention can detract noth¬ 
ing from the glorious deeds done at Cerro Gordo, Churnbuso and 
Chapultepec. You, sir, can well afford to listen to the mention of those 
names, and can well spare to others a share in that military glory in 
which you have participate so largely. [Loud Cheers] 

There is one action of yours during the late campaign that I cannot 
???? over in silence, on this occasion. A generous man will share his 
money with those who need it; but when did a soldier ever throw away. 

I may say, broadcast, upon the brow of another that glory which he 
might have secured for himself. The manner in which you declined 
assuming the command over General Smith in the attack on Contreras, 
while you gallantly seconded his movements, evinced a magnanimity 
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upon your part that merits imperishable honor. [Cheers.] There is 
another circumstance which has reflected highly to your credit, and 
which deserves to be mentioned here. It is said that, in the Land of 
Flowers, as Mexico has been called, a daughter of the Caucasian race 
was about to be sold into slavery, and that you contributed from your 
own purse to strike off her manacles, and release her from captivity. It 
is characteristic of your country to lend an ever-ready hand to succor 
woman in distress. [Cheers.] I heard you yesterday allude to the 
children of the Sun — the Sunny South — where, according to some 
"genius sickens and fancy dies” It is true, we may differ from each 
other in politics, and be divided into parties, but there is none among us 
that would rob the gallant dead of the honors due to his grave. There 
is none here that would refuse to unite in the funeral honors paid to the 
remains of the gallant Lincoln. And there is none here on the present 
occasion who is not proud to welcome back our brother who was dead, 
and is alive again, who was lost, and is found. Welcome ! third wel¬ 
come! generous solider" 

General Shields spoke nearly as follows: 

"I regret that the state of my health is such as prevents me from re¬ 
plying to the very handsome and eloquent address which has just been 
delivered and the distinguished honor that has been paid me, in the 
manner that I should desire. I am deeply sensible, I am proud, of the 
high honor that has has been conferred upon me by a proud, noble, 
gallant people. I am received here by the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama not as a mere adventurer, but I might also say, as if I were 
the idol of the State. I cannot find words sufficiently strong to express 
the state of my feeling upon the present occasion. It was remarked by 
my eloquent friend that I am, I rishman. That very fact is, in itself, a 
great lesson to the world. It is an evidence of the superiority of our 
free government, under which, there is no distinction but that which may 
arise from merit. Irishmen have fought for England, and their blood 
has served to fertilize the laurels that make up the wealth of her national 
glory. Yet she never has conferred benefits upon their county. Would 
it not be hard there, if I rishman would not fight or glorious, free 
American, to whom they, are so much indebted. For my part, I was 
truly glad that, I had an opportunity of showing amid the dangers of 
the battle-field, my gratitude for the treatment my country has received 
from the noble, generous-hearted people of America. And, though, 
hitherto unknown among you, have received me, on my return as an 
American General. I am not vain enough to suppose that the proud 
honor, which you have conferred upon me, has been paid to me person¬ 
ally, but rather as an officer of an army, every man of whom is brave. 

This is the very spirit that makes your army invincible— the conscious¬ 
ness, on the part of the solider, that at home he is not forgotten, nor his 
merits overlook. The notice taken of my conduct towards General 
Smith, who is a worthy and gallant officer, is a sufficient proof of the 
high toned character of a people who can appreciate so highly an act of 
that kind. Indeed, I doubt very much whether I could have derived 
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more credit for anything that I might have done by assuming that com¬ 
mand, than I have already received from having declined doing so. 

I have suffered much, but the reception which I have this day met, 
is sufficient to repay me for all that I may have suffered Nays, more — 
much as I have suffered, I would be willing to suffer the same again, for 
a similar reception. Your kindness to me will have the effect of making 
me, henceforward, more devoted, if possible, to the glorious flag that be 
longs to so brave, so generous, so magnanimous a people." 

The Senate then withdrew.

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

of the House of Representatives 

I have received from the Executive of the States of Vermont, Ohio, 
Missouri, Rhode Island, Maine and Michigan, respectively, Resolutions 
of the Legislature of each, upon various subjects, with a request to lay 
them before the General Assembly of the State of Alabama. I herewith 
send you the Resolution referred to. 

The Commissioners appointed to examine the Bank of Mobile have 
made a report to me, to which I invite your attention. The report is 
on file in the State Department. I am happy to find from this report, 
the healthy condition of the Bank ; and that it has been well managed. 

I call your attention to the suggestions of the Commissioners, which ac¬ 
company and forth a part of this report. 

The Montgomery and West Point Rail Road Company, through their 
President, have made a report to me, as required by an act entitled, "an 
act to loan the two per cent fund to the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company, and the Tennessee & Coosa Rail Road Company, " to 
which I call your attention. The report is on file in the State Department. 

I have received two reports from the Inspectors of the Penitentiary. 
The first for the year 1846. The second for the present year. These 
reports are also on file in the State Department, to which your attention 
is invited. Some action will be necessary to be had at your present 
session, in regard to the subject prescribed by these reports. The sug¬ 
gestions of the I nspectors will no doubt receive proper attention from 
you. I take leave however, here, to point particularly to the propriety 
of changing the mode of appointing the Physician for the I nstitution, 
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under the change which has been made in its management by the act of 
your last session, leasing it out. I consider it but reasonable that the 
Lessee should have the power to make the appointment, under the su¬ 
pervision and control of the Inspectors. 

Since the commencement of your present session, I have received a 
communication from the War Department, with the sketch of a bill pro¬ 
viding; for the purchase of lands by the United States for Military pur¬ 
poses within the State of Alabama, and for the cession of jurisdiction 
over the same; with a request to lay the same before you at your present 
session for consideration and adoption. The communication and sketch 
are respectfully submitted here with you for your consideration.

The Senate disagrees to the amendment of the House, to the Senate resolu¬ 
tion proposing to elect a J udge of the criminal Court of Mobile, and a J udge of 
the Supreme Court. 

On motion of Mr Young the House receded from its amendment to the above 
resolution. 

Mr Menasco introduced a bill to amend an act to establish a certain road 
therein named which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Also a bill to reduce the salaries of the Circuit J udges, which was read, the 
House refused to order the bill to a second reading. 

Mr Henderson introduced a bill to abolish an election precinct, and to estab¬ 
lish one in lieu thereof in the county of Butler. 

Also a bill to authorize the Commissioners Court of Butler county to levy a 
county tax for the years 1848 and 1849. 

Mr Robinson introduced a bill to repeal the first Section of the act, to abolish 
attornies fees in certain cases. 

Mr Brantly introduced a bill to incorporate the Lafayette Branch railroad 
company. 

Also a bill to incorporate the town of Lafayette in the county of Chambers. 

Mr Crawford of Coosa introduced a bill for the support of Paupers in the 
county of Coosa. 

Mr Spigner introduced a bill to incorporate the Coosa Cavalry. 

Mr Kittrell introduced a bill to incorporate the Clinton Cadets. 

Mr Pynes introduced a bill to abolish and establish an election precinct in 
the county of Henry. 

Mr Wynn introduced a bill to reduce the price of the decisions of the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

Mr Wyeth introduced a bill to incorporate the town of Guntersville in the 
county of Marshall. 

Said bills were severally read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Wyeth presented the petition of sundry citizens of Marshall county, 
against the recharter of Haynes Turnpike road, which was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Mr Cooper from the committee on the J udiciary to whom was referred the bill 
to establish Justices Courts in the county of Marion, reported an amendment by 
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adding the words "except Slaves," after the word property in the third Section 
where it first occurs. 

The amendment was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

Mr Walton moved to take from the orders of the day the bill making appro¬ 
priations towards raising troops &c. which motion prevailed, and the bill receiv¬ 
ed a second reading. 

Mr Young moved to amend as follows : 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all expenditures hereafter ordered 
by the Governor, for the purpose of completing the quota of Alabama, required 
by order of the President, be and the same is hereby approved and legalized. 

The amendment was adopted, and the Constitutional rule being suspended, 
the bill was read the third time and passed. 

Ordered that the same be sent to the Senate for its concurrence. 

Mr Cooper from the committee on the J udiciary to whom was referred the 
bill to amend an act the more effectually to provide for discoveries in suits at 
common law, approved December, 25th 1837. Reported the same back 
to the House without amendment and recommended its passage. 

Said bills were ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr J emison from the committee on Ways and Means to whom was referred 
the Comptrollers report on the contingent Fund, reported the same back to the 
House, with a suggestion that one hundred and fifty copies thereof be printed for 
the use of the General Assembly. 

The report was concurred in, and the printing ordered. 

Mr Walker of Mobile, from the committee on Federal Relations to whom 
were referred the resolutions of the State of Vermont against the annexation of 
Texas. Reported that as Texas was now a member of our confederacy, no no¬ 
tice should be taken of the resolutions. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Walker of Mobile, from the same committee to whom were referred the 
resolutions of the State of Virginia, in relation to the Wilmot Proviso. Report¬ 
ed that there are now pending before this House, resolutions embracing the 
same subject matter as that contained in the Virginia resolutions, and that 
therefore no further action need be taken upon them. The report was con¬ 
curred in. 

The hour of 12 m. having arrived the Senate by invitation appeared in the 
Hall of the House and the two Houses in Convention proceeded to the election 
of 1st A J udge of the Criminal Court of Mobile county.

Mr Jones having received a majority of all the votes cast, Mr Speaker 
declared him to have been duly and constitutionally elected J udge of the 
Criminal Court of Mobile County, for the term prescribed by law. 

Also, a J udge of the Supreme Court, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of the Hon. Henry Goldthwaite. 

Edward S. Dargan, alone, being in nomination, who having received 
the entire number of votes given, Mr Speaker declared him to have been 
duly and constitutionally elected J udge of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Alabama, for the term prescribed by law. 

Mr Porter, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the resolution, instructing them to enquire into the expediency of 
enacting a law suspending executions against the property of volunteers, 
&c., have considered the same, and instruct me to report, that every 
measure calculated to relieve the necessities of, or to confer rewards 
upon those brave men, who from the instinct of patriotism rally around 
the national flag, would be considered by your committee as eminently 
entitled to their most favorable consideration. But your committee are 
obliged, by what is due to their obligations to the constitutional law, and 
to their legislative functions, to declare, after the most grave deliberation 
upon the subject, that the Legislature has no power whatever to adopt 
the suggestions of the resolutions. I ndependently of the objection, that 
it would be partial, the measure would be nothing less than one sus¬ 
pending the force of executions. The occasion which calls for the pro¬ 
position, though investing it with drapery well calculated to excite our 
sympathies, should never be permitted to disguise its true character. 

If led away by patriotic ardor, we were to adopt this measure, we would 
be prostrating the supreme law of the land. We cannot believe that 
those noble men, whose leading object in volunteering in the wars of 
their country is to protect and extend our free and equally beneficial in¬ 
stitutions, would desire that, in rendering them a momentary benefit, or 
should surrender a principal which is partial, for the prosecution of their 
persons, their property and their lives. Such a supposition would be 
the imputation upon our brave soldiery of a wish to sacrifice to the most 
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selfish motives the legitimate interests of society. Love of country with 
us can never take such a direction. No man in Alabama, by a blind 
adherence to individual interests, ought to be capable of disregarding 
the rights of the whole people. Such a desire is fatal to the best inter¬ 
ests of mankind, and in violation of every principle of reason and of 
patriotism. However, therefore, we venerate the characters and appre¬ 
ciate the services of our soldiery, they, as well as ourselves, must yield 
our private wishes, as well as our passions, for the public good, and en¬ 
deavor to exercise such patriotism as, taking the law for its guide, shall 
enlarge the circle of the State's benevolence, and till it embraces the du¬ 
ties as well as the claims of all. Your committee ask to be discharged 
from the further consideration the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Selma, in relation 
to an annual fair, reported that it was inexpedient to legislate upon the 
subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Curry, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the petition of sundry citizens of Talladega, reported a bill for the 
relief of Barthena Dodson ; which was read, and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr Crawford, of Barbour, from the committee on Propositions and 
Grievances, to whom was referred the petition of Robert S. White, re¬ 
ported a bill for the relief Robert S. White, of Barbour county; which 
was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Cooper, from the majority of the J udiciary committee, to whom 
was referred the bill to abolish the salaries of Solicitors of this State, re¬ 
ported that it was inexpedient to pass said bill. 

Mr Garrott, from the minority of said committee, dissented from the 
report of the majority and reported. 

A bill to regulate the fees of the Attorney General and Solicitors of 
this State. 

On motion of Mr Young, both reports and bills were laid on the table. 

Mr Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of Simon M. Skipper, reported a bill for 
the relief of Simon M. Skipper; which was read, and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr Jackson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of L.R. Glenn, reported that it was inexpedient to legislate upon 
the subject. 

Mr Jackson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Nicholas G. Freeman, reported a bill for the relief of Nicholas 
G. Freeman, of Montgomery county; which was read, and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr Scott, from the committee on Federal Relations, to whom was re¬ 
ferred so much of the Governor's Message as relates to the advances 
made by Alabama to carry on the Creek war, in 1836, 1837, adjusted 
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by the Agent of the State with the Federal Government, reported: — 

That the agent, during the years 1845, 1846 and 1847, has collected and 
placed to the credit of the State, the sum of one hundred and eight thou¬ 
sand two hundred and twenty-one dollars and 26-100; ($108,221.26,) 
which amount was subject alone to the draft of the Treasurer of Alaba¬ 
ma. Of this amount the Treasurer has drawn for the sum of ninety- 
two thousand three hundred and twenty-two dollars, 61-100; which 
leaves a balance to the credit of the State of fifteen thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and ninety-eight dollars, 65-100. That the principal due the State 
of Alabama for advances has been adjusted by the agent, except about 
$1100, which has not been allowed by the accounting officers. That 
the agent has a bill now pending before Congress for interest due on the 
amount thus allowed ; and that the committee is of opinion that, at this 
time, no further legislation is necessary, and ask to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

The House then adjourned till to-morrow, 10 o'clock. 

SATURDAY, December 18, 1847. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

who, under privations, on marches, in camp and hazard in so many 
well-fought victorious battles have acquired such accumulated honors 
and advantages to our common country in Mexico. 

Resolved, The the Governor of this State, be, and he is hereby, re¬ 
quested to invite major General Zachary Taylor, who is now in the 
United States, to visit this city during the present session of the General 
Assembly, to meet the hospitalities of our State. 

The "Bill to change the name of a certain person herein named,” 
was red a second time. 

And them the House adjourned until Monday morning at 10 o'clock.

No. 8. An account for the relief of George W. Bell, and others. Improper¬ 
ly reported. 

On motion of Mr Hammond, the report and accounts were laid on the 
table, with leave to withdraw the accounts. 

Mr Hewlett introduced a bill authorizing letters testamentary to issue 
in certain cases, without giving bond.

times as the Chancellor of the Division, and the Solicitors of each party 
may agree upon. 

2. The appointment of an officer in each of said Districts as Masters 
and Registers, with such powers as may be necessary for the despatch of 
Chancery business. 

3. The appointment in each county of a Commissioner or Commission¬ 
ers, to take testimony in all cases authorizing testimony to be taken by 
deposition or on interrogatories. 

4. For the more frequent sessions of the Courts of Chancery. 

Reports of standing committees being announced by the Chair, 

The question recurred upon the reports of the committee on Proposi¬ 
tions and Grievances, on the petition of Henry Click, and others, which 
on motion of Mr. Fleming was referred to a select committee, composed 
of the delegations from Cherokee and Talladega. 

Mr Walker from the J udiciary Committee, to whom was referred a 
communication from the War Department, reported a bill consenting to 
the purchase by the United States of lands, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining thereon, forts, magazines, arsenals, dock yards and 
other needful buildings, and cedeing to the United States title and juris¬ 
diction over the same, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Cooper from the J udiciary Committee to whom was referred a bill 
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to amend the law in relation to recognition &c., reported that it was in¬ 
expedient to pass said bill, the report was concurred in. 

Mr. Jackson from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Marion county, re¬ 
ported that it would be inexpedient to grant the relief asked for. 

The report was laid on the table with leave to withdraw the petition. 

Mr. Cooper from the J udiciary Committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act, to remove the estate of James and Martha Ann Al¬ 
lison, &c. 

Reported that it would be expedient to pass said bill. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. King from the select committee, composed of the delegation from 
Madison county, to whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens 
of Madison county, praying the emancipation of a certain Negro Man 
Slave, therein named. Reported, 

A bill to be entitled an act to emancipate Arthur, a slave, and recom¬ 
mended its passage. 

The bill was read the first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Crawford of Barbour, offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Doorkeeper be authorised to contract upon the 
most reasonable terms, and with the lowest bidder, for fuel for the use 
of the Capitol during the present Legislature. 

Messages from his Excellency the Governor, by Mr. Fitzpatrick, his 
private Secretary. 

Mr. Speaker— His Excellency the Governor, on the 20th instant, ap¬ 
proved and signed a bill to be entitled an act to compel the J udge of the 
County and Orphans Court of Dale county, to reside within one mile of 
the Court House. Also, on the 27th inst., a bill to be entitled an act 
making appropriations towards raising Troops, &c., which originated in 
the House, December 27th, 1847. 

Mr. Fleming from the committee to whom was referred a bill to au¬ 
thorize Matthew Jordan to establish a Ferry, made the following report. 

The committee to whom was referred a bill to authorize Matthew 
J ordan to establish a Ferry, have amended the same by striking out the 
words "for any purposes” in the second section, and inserting the words 
"for any County charges.” 

The report was concurred in, and the bill passed. 

Mr. Perkins offered the following memorial, which was adopted. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives 

of the United States in Congress assembled : 

The General Assembly of the State of Alabama, respectfully present 
to the consideration of your Honorable body, that Iron Ore; Stone, Coal 
& other minerals of the best qualities abound in the vicinity of Tuscaloosa, 
and the counties immediately East and North, and with such contiguity 
and other advantages of water power and lumber, rarely to be equalled 
as to afford one of the best, perhaps the very best, location of a Foundry 
and Armory by the General Government, in the South or West. Many 
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examinations of the Minerals of the State have been made by distin¬ 
guished Geologists, which fully sustain the declaration ; but we particu¬ 
larly refer you to the published accounts about a year past, of Professor 
Lyell, of England, and the report of Mr. Tourney, Professor of Geology 
in the University of Alabama; about to be made to the Trustees thereof; 
the Gulf of Mexico can be reached in two days from Tuscaloosa by steam¬ 
boats for eight or nine months in the year. The advantages of such an es¬ 
tablishment to the fortifications around the Gulf, the steamships and 
other vessels employed in its protection, and the military defences of our 
extended Western frontier, seems too apparent to justify any comment of 
ours ; and as an examination and report by an officer of the Ordinance 
Department or some other capable agent would be the most reliable in¬ 
formation upon which to found wise Legislation, we hope your Hon¬ 
orable body will speedily despatch an officer to make full examination 
and report the advantages of such an establishment in the Mineral region 
of this State. 

Resolved, That our Senators be, and are hereby instructed, and our 
Representatives in Congress are required to bring the subject of this 
Memorial properly to the consideration of the General Government. 

Resolved, That the Government this State, as soon as may be, furnish 
a copy of this Memorial to each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. 

Mr. Scott gave notice that he would on to-morrow, move an amend¬ 
ment of the Rules of the House, providing for night sessions after the 
first day of J anuary. 

Mr. Crawford of Barbour offerred the following resolution. 

Resolved, That the J udiciary Committee, be instructed to enquire and 
report by bill or otherwise, the expediency of abolishing all laws in this 
State, or while it was a Territory, upon the subject of interest, and that 
where there is no contract made upon the subject of interest, it shall be 
seven per cent per annum and that all contracts made for interest, the 
same shall be recoverable by law. 

Mr. Norman moved to strike out seven and insert six, which was 
lost, the resolution was then adopted.

Resolved, That the Committee on the Military, be instructed to en¬ 
quire into the propriety of so amending the military law of this State, as 
to give to defaulters the right of appeal within five days after receiving 
notice that they have been proceeded against by a Court Martial. 

Resolved further, That said Committee be instructed to enquire into 
the propriety of repealing, so much of the law as requires all military of¬ 
ficers below the grade of the Colonel Commandant, to appear in uniform 
upon all military occasions, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Ware moved to take from among the orders of the day the bill 
which originated in the Senate, to authorize the Governor of Alabama 
to appoint an agent to audit and settle the accounts between the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States, and the State of Alabama which was carri- 
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ed, the bill was then read a second time, and on motion of Mr. Scott was 
referred to the committee on Federal Relations. 

Mr. Fleming offered joint resolutions in relation to the war with Mexico. 

Said resolutions were read, and on motion of Mr. Jemison was refer¬ 
red to the committee on Federal Relations. 

On motion of Mr. Walker of Mobile, the further consideration of the 
joint resolutions in relation to the Wilmot Proviso, &c., was postponed 
until Friday next, and made the special order of the day for 12 o'clock. 

The engrossed bill to require the Clerks of the Circuit and County 
Courts of Russell county, to keep reversed Indexes to the Books in their 
offices. 

The engrossed bill to compel certain persons to work on the Roads in 
the county of Chambers. 

The bill from the Senate to compensate J urors and Witnesses in Mon¬ 
roe county, was read the third time and passed.

Resolved, That the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred J oint Resolutions proposing to refer to the people the election of 
certain officers therein named be instructed so to amend the same as to 
give also to the people the election of State Treasurer, Comptroller of 
Public Accounts, Secretary of State, Attorney General, and Solicitors of 
the several J udicial Circuits. 

Said resolution was adopted, and the joint resolutions referred to the 
committee on the J udiciary. 

The bill to establish the Planters Manufacturers and Miners' Bank, 
in the city of Tuskaloosa was read a second time. 

Mr Perkins moved to amend as follows : 

Sec.—. And be it further enacted, That where deposits upon which 
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interest is required to be paid by the— sections of this act shall be with¬ 
drawn, to the amount of ten thousand dollars or upwards, the President 
and Directors shall cancel a corresponding amount of the circulation of 
said Banks, within sixty days thereafter, and forward them to the Comp¬ 
troller of Public Accounts, who shall register them in the same book in 
which issues may be registered. 

Mr Scott moved to postpone the bill until Monday next, and that it be 
made the special order of the day for the hour of 12,M. on that day ; and 
that one hundred and fifty copies be printed. 

Mr J ackson called for a division of the question, which was taken. 

The question being divided, each branch thereof was carried. 

And then the House adjourned until to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 


WEDNESDAY, December 29, 1847. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Cooper moved to suspend the call of counties for petitions and 
bills, to enable committees to report. Said motion prevailed. 

Mr. Cooper, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the bill for the relief of A. D. Hunt, administrator, &c. reported 
the same back and recommended its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Cooper from the same committee to whom was referred the report 
of the commissioners, on the settlement of the line between Alabama 
and Florida, reported. 

A bill to establish the boundary line between the States of Alabama 
and Florida. 

Said bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Cooper from the same committee to whom was referred the bill 
from the Senate, for the relief of the minor heirs of Hugh M. Warren, 
deceased, reported the same back, said bill was ordered to a third read¬ 
ing. 

Mr Walker of Mobile, from the committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom was referred a bill to authorize the Governor of Alabama, to ap¬ 
point an agent to audit and settle the accounts between the government 
of the United States and the State of Alabama, reported the same back. 

Mr Wynn moved to amend by way of substitute which was lost, and 
the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Jackson from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Benton county, 
praying that some provision be made by law for the support and edu¬ 
cation of the mutes of this State. 

Reported that the committee commiserate most sincerely the unform- 
nate situation of those, who are prevented a participation of any of 
the joys of life by either mental or physical defects. The support, pro¬ 
tection and education of the deaf and dumb, of the idiot, the blind and 
deformed are eminently entitled to the favourable consideration of the 
philanthropist, the patriot, the statesman. Deprived by the great anchor 
of their existence of faculties and powers so important to the performance 
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of the great duties of life, it is certainly incumbent on those who have 
been more highly blessed, and who are in the full and free exercise of 
nature's gifts, to aid, succor and assist objects so peculiarly incaple of 
self reliance. It would alike be the duty of the government, to make a, 
liberal allowance for the maintenance of those who cannot assist them¬ 
selves, and under ordinary circumstances your committee would reco¬ 
mend that the relief prayed for should be granted ; but with the present 
pecuniary embarrassment by which the State is surrounded, and the ne¬ 
cessity already existing for the imposition of a tax, sufficient to ensure 
the preservation of the honor of the State, your committee are of the o- 
pinion that it would be impolitic and inexpedient to legislate upon the 
subject. Sympathysing as we do with that unfortunate class of persons 
who are the subject of the petition, we cannot refrain from the expres¬ 
sion of a hope, that at no distant day Alabama relieved from the weight 
of debt that cripples her energies, and prevents the developements of 
her resources, may be enabled to extend aid and comfort to every desti¬ 
tute and unfortnuate human being within her border. Until such time 
shall arrive, we can only recommend the objects of the petition to the 
kindly and fraternal offices of those more fortunate than themselves. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr McMillon from the committee on enrolled bills, reported as correct¬ 
ly enrolled. 

A bill for the relief of J ames w. Ligan, tax collector of Franklin 
county. 

And a bill to create a new county, from the counties of Washington 
and Sumter. 

Mr Jackson from the committee on Proprietors and Grievances to whom 
was referred the petition of R. w. Withers, reported. 

A bill for the relief of R. W. Withers, of the county of Greene, said 
bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Walker of Mobile from the committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom was referred certain resolutions from the States of Maine and 
Rhode I sland, in favor of the Rail Road between Lake Michigan and the 
Pacific Ocean, reported that a legislative resolution have passed the Le¬ 
gislature, no further action is necessary in the premises. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Jackson from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the account, petition and vouchers of David Haga- 
don, reported. 

A bill for the relief of David Hagadon ; late J ailor of Montgomery 
county. 

Said bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Jackson from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of A. C. Townsend, reported. 

A bill for the relief of Andrew C. Townsend, said bill was read and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Kennedy from the committee on Divorce and Alamony. 

Reported a bill to divorce William Callahan from his wife Ann G. 


Bert. 
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Said bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Crenshaw from the committee on the University and the Univer¬ 
sity fund, to whom was referred the portion of the Governor's Message 
which relates to the University, and also the report of the Trustees of 
the University 

REPORTED. 

It appears from various sources of information to which the committee have 
had access, that the fund constituting the endowment of the University of Ala¬ 
bama, was the gift of the General Government— that the custody and application 
of the fund, were entrusted to the Legislature of the State as a Trustee— that in 
its fiduciary capacity, that body sold the lands given by Congress for the use of 
a Seminary of learning in the State, deposited the proceeds in the bank of the 
State of Alabama for safe keeping, and finally converted them all into capital 
of the said I nstitution, pledging the faith and credit of the State for their security ; 
and that the amount now claimed by the University is three hundred thousand 
dollars. It also appears that by sundry relief laws, and by the withholding of 
a fair dividend of profits, made on the funds of the University prior to their con¬ 
version into Bank Capital, heavy losses were occasioned to said funds— that a 
debt of considerable amount is due from the University to the bank, and that a 
compromise was proposed by the board of Trustees in 1845, and again submit¬ 
ted in their report of the present year, on the basis of a mutual set off be¬ 
tween the equitable claims of the University and the legal claims of the State. 

By the act of 1819, for the admission of Alabama into the Union, the Con¬ 
gress of the United States, with wise foresight, and with a generous solicitude 
for the moral and mental culture of the people of the State, submitted, for their 
free acceptance or rejection, the proposition that seventy-two sections of the land 
should be set apart for the sole use of a Seminary of learning in the State. The 
convention of the territory of Alabama, which met at Huntsville on the 5th day 
of J uly 1819, accepted this proposition, in behalf of the people of the State, in a 
fundamental ordinance, which was expressly declared to be irrevocable without 
the consent of the United States. From this noble gift came the funds, which 
constitute the endowment of the Univerity of Alabama. 

Your committee concur in the opinion expressed by the Governor in his mes¬ 
sage, that the land thus liberally given by Congress, and solemnly dedicated by 
the people of Alabama, to the sole use of a Seminary of learning in the State, 
vested in the Legislature as a Trustee, for the custody and application of it ac¬ 
cording to the intention of the grantor. A bare inspection of the act of Congress 
and of the ordinance of the convention, is sufficient to demonstrate, that a fiduci¬ 
ary custody merely, and not an absolute ownership of the land, was conferred 
upon the Legislature. The act declares that the land given for the use of a 
Seminary of learning in this State, shall be "vested in the Legislature of said 
State, to be appropriated solely to the use of such Seminary by the said Legis¬ 
lature." Clearer terms could not be used ; for here the trustee, the intended 
beneficiary, the declaration of a specific use, and the exclusion of all other uses, 
are announced with the greatest certainty and exactness. As the ordinance 
of the convention accepted the proposition of Congress, in the precise form and 
language in which it was submitted, it amounted to an assent by the people of 
the State, not only that the land shall be solely appropriated to the use of a 
Seminary of learning, but that the Legislature shall be constituted a trustee to 
carry out the purposes of the grant. And since the ordinance itself was made 
irrevocable without the consent of the United State, it follows, that such con- 
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sent, having never yet been either solicited or given, the fiduciary character 
first impressed upon the Legislature of Alabama by the joint act of Congress and 
the people of the State subsists down to the present time, unimpaired by the 
lapse of years, and unaffected by the mutations of the funds themselves. 

Assuming it then, as unquestionable, that the Legislature is the Trustee of 
the funds of the University your committee will now proceed to notice the 
peculiar characteristics of the trust itself. 

It is an inalienable trust. It was neither voluntarily assumed, nor can it be 
voluntarily relinquished by the Legislature. It was imposed upon that body by 
an organic act of the people, and resembles in the inalienability of its character 
the law making power. That belongs alone to the Legislative department of 
the government, and as long as the constitution remains unchanged, it must ne¬ 
cessarily continue inalienable, as that instrument has indicated no other agent 
by whom, nor prescribed any other mode in which , it may be exercised. So, in 
the fundamental ordinance accepting the proposition of Congress to make the 
Legislature the trustee of the funds given for the use of a Seminary of learning 
in the State, no provision whatever is made for a transfer of the trust to another 
tribunal or power. It must, therefore, continue inalienable by the Legislature, 
until the conditions of the grant be changed by the consent of Congress, and the 
people of Alabama. 

But the trust is also perpetual. Every trust must continue until the object for 
which it is created is accomplished, unless it be sooner determined by the death, 
resignation or disability of the trustee, or his powers be revoked by competent 
authority. The object of this trust can never be fully accomplished ; for it was 
created to support a Seminary, which was designed to be perpetual. Hence, 
as the trust must be commensurate in duration with its object, it must be perpetual, 
unless it be determined in some of the modes enumerated above. But it cannot 
in this case, be determined by the death of the trustee ; for the Legislature never 
dies. Nor can the trust be determined by the disability of the trustee ; for the 
Legislature possesses necessarily an unfailing capacity to act, and to discharge 
all its duties. Neither can it be determined by the resignation of the trustee, 
for it has been shown that this is an inalienable trust, and therefore incapable of 
abandonment by resignation. Nor yet can it be revoked by any authority in 
the State ; for the ordinance of the Convention, accepting the proposition of Con¬ 
gress, to make the Legislature a trustee, is expressly declared to be irrevocable 
without the consent of the United States. 

Having now shown that the Legislature is a Trustee of the funds of the Uni¬ 
versity, clothed with a perpetual and inalienable trust in regard to them, your 
committee will next review the most important acts of legislation, by which that 
body has sought to discharge its trust duties. 

The University was established by law in 1820. The same year an act was 
passed to prevent tresspassers upon its lands. In 1824, the provisions of this 
act were amended and enlarged by another inflicting severer penalties, and pro¬ 
viding in some cases speedier remedies against trespassers. The next step 
taken was to provide for the sale of the lands, and the afe custody of the pro¬ 
ceeds. To effect the first object, a law was passed in 1822, vesting the title of 
the lands in the Trustees of the University, who were authorized to sell them 
at public auction, at a price not less than seventeen dollars per acre, the pur¬ 
chaser executing bonds for the true and punctual payment of the purchase money, 
according to the terms of sale. Under this act, and the one of 1821, which 
prescribed the same minimum price, a large portion of the lands was brought 
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into market, and sold at seventeen dollars and upwards per acre, and the aggre¬ 
gate of the sales amounted, at an early day, to over $380,000. To provide for 
the safe custody of the money as it might be, from time to time, collected from the 
purchasers, an act was passed in 1823, making it the duty of the State Treasure, 
under the sanction of his official bond, to receive and safely keep all monies that 
might be paid over to him by order of the Trustees. I n the same year the Bank 
of the State of, Alabama, was estabished by an act, the second section of which 
provided that one hundred thousand dollars of the monies arising or which might 
have arisen from the rent or sale of the University lands, should constitute a 
part of the capital of the Bank for which amount the Governor of the State and 
the President and Directors of the Bank were authorized and required, for, and 
in behalf of the State, and with a pledge of the public faith and credit, to issue 
to the Trustees of the University State stock or certificates of debt, bearing an 
interest of six per cent per annum. In pursuance of this act, one hundred thous¬ 
and dollars of the funds of the University, were taken as soon as collected from 
the sales and rents of its lands, and converted into capital of the Bank. An 
overplus, however, accumulated, which was kept in the State Treasury accord¬ 
ing to the requirements of the before mentioned law of 1823 until 1827, when 
the President of the Board of Trustees, was required to vest in the stock of the 
State, all monies then in the Treasury arising from rents, interest and sale of the 
University lands. A similar act was passed in 1828, requiring a like invest¬ 
ment to be made of monies arising from the same sources during that year.— 
Under these two acts a large amount of the funds of the University was vested 
in State stock, which, together with all accumulations of monies intermediate be¬ 
tween the years 1828 and 1833, was converted into capital of the Bank by 
the act of 1833, which also provided that all monies thereafter collected on the 
sales of the lands of the University, should be, in like manner, vested in capital 
of the Bank, and pledged the faith and credit of the State for the security of the 
investments, which were never, when taken together, to exceed three hundred 
thousand dollars. I n the meantime the purchasers of the lands of the University, 
began to petition the Legislature for relief. They had bought the lands at sev¬ 
enteen dollars and upwards per acre ; on some of the sales the whole purchase 
money had been paid ; but on the larger proportion of them only one fourth of 
the price had been paid, the residue with interest being due and uncollected.— 

The lands in many instances had become greatly deteriorated in value by the 
destruction of the forest and the exhausting tillage of the purchasers. Such 
was the condition of matters, when in 1834 an act was passed for the relief of 
these purchasers. It provided that the assessment of the value of the lands 
which had been sold, should be made without regard to the improvements made 
upon them and which in the larger number of tracts were extremely valuable 
and that the rights of pre-emption should be extended to the holders of certificates, 
who were thus enabled to exclude all competition in the re-purchase of the lands. 
Under f your of this act, individuals who had purchased at seventeen dollars 
and upwards per acre, forfeited their lands, and repurchased them at greatly re¬ 
duced prices. In this way an immense loss of principle was sustained by the 
University fund. Nevertheless, in due time, the sum of $300,000, was raised 
by rents, sales and interest on the purchases, which was converted into capital 
of the Bank of the State, and is evidenced by the bonds which the University 
holds. 

The committee are now brought to the consideration of a question of great 
importance. It has been shown that by the acts of 1823 and 1833, all the funds 
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of the University were converted into capital of the Bank of the State of Ala¬ 
bama. On the first day of J anuary, 1845, the Bank expired by limitation of its 
charter, in a state of insolvency. What effect has the explosion of the Bank 
had upon the funds of the University. 

After the most mature deliberation, your committee are of the opinion, that the 
conversion of the funds of the University into capital of the Bank by the sole act 
of the Legislature, made the State the debtor of the University, for the full 
amount of its funds, and that the failure of the Bank has left the University, as it 
has left all the bond creditors of the State, a claimant legally and equitably en¬ 
titled to payment out of the public Treasury of every dollar called for on the face 
of the bonds which it holds. I n coming to this conclusion, they assume it to be 
the law, that the established restrictions, under which a mere trust poser is to 
be exercised, apply equally to all trustees, whether a person or collection of per¬ 
sons, whether incorporated by law or acting without a legal corporation ; that 
a trustee cannot without the assent of the beneficiary, make him a partner or 
stockholder with him in banking ; and that the conversion of the trust funds into 
capital of a Bank established and owned by himself, is such an appropriation of 
them to his own use as makes him individually liable for them, and exempts the 
beneficiary from all liability to loss by the casualties of such bank. The Legis¬ 
lature of Alabama, then, being as has been already shown, a mere Trustee of 
the funds of the University, and exercising its powers under the recognized re¬ 
strictions imposed upon that character, could not by its own act alone and with¬ 
out the assent of its beneficiary make it a partner or stockholder with the State 
in Banking. But the Trustees of the University, by whom alone it can express 
consent never did consent to the creation of the relations of stockholders or part¬ 
ners between the Institution and the State, in the enterprise of Banking. Con¬ 
sequently such a connection did not and could not exist. Nor, in the opinion of 
your committee, did the Legislature design or attempt to make the University a 
partner or stockholder in the State Bank. The act of 1823 chartering the Bank, 
discloses on its face, that the Institution was designated to be and actually was 
in the sole ownership and under the sole direction of the State. The first sec¬ 
tion of that act declares "that a Bank shall be, and is hereby, established in 
the name and for the benefit of the State, to be known under the name and style 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama ; and the faith and credit of the State are 
hereby pledged for the support of said Bank. 

Neither in this nor in any subsequent section of the act, is any provision made 
for the admission of other corporators, public or private, to share in the govern¬ 
ment, or a divided in the profits of the Bank, proportionate to their respective 
investments. On the contrary it is expressly announced that the Bank was 
established in the name and for the benefit of the State, and the faith and credit 
of the State alone are pledged for its support. The provisions of the act and the 
legislative history of the State also prove that the bank was under the sole di¬ 
rection of the State, being governed by officers elected exclusively the Legisla¬ 
ture. It follows as a necessary consequence that when the Legislature, in or¬ 
der to provide capital for the bank, which it had established for the sole benefit, 
and had placed in the sole ownership and under the sole direction of the State, 
seized hold of the funds of the University and converted them into capital, it did 
not design to make, and in fact did not make the institution a partner or a stock¬ 
holder in the bank. The act on the contrary amounted simply to an appropr- 
ation of the funds to the use of the State. And the Legislature being in contem¬ 
plation of law, legally identical with the State in that transaction, such appropri- 
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ation was a conversion of the funds to the use of the trustee, in virtue of which 
the State became individually liable for the full amount, both principal and legal 
interest. Hence the University having become a creditor to the State, a rela- 
toin recognized in fact by the nature of the bonds, which it holds, was not in any 
manner involved in, or affected by the failure of the bank. 

By the acts of 1823 and 1833, converting the University funds into 
Bank capital, State stock, or certificate of debt, were authorized and re¬ 
quired to be issued to the Trustees of the University for the funds so 
converted, and the faith and credit of the State were pledged for their 
security. These provisions were designed, and have had the effect to 
place the University on the same footing with all the bond creditors of 
the State By reference to the act of 1823, it will be seen that the larger 
portion of the capital of the State Bank and its Branches was obtained 
by the sale of the State stock which was issued by authority of law and 
sold for cash in the domestic and foreign markets. The faith and credit of the 
State were pledged for the regular payment of the interest and the security 
of the principal of this State stock. Capitalists, relying upon the guarantees 
thus offered, purchased this State stock and paid for n in cash Now, it has 
not been, and cannot be successfully contended, that the explosion of the 
Bank had any effect upon the claims of these creditors. They were nei¬ 
ther stockholders nor partners with the State in banking. The money 
which they paid for the State stock became, on the payment the proper¬ 
ty of the State, and went as such into the Bank The State, therefore, 
as to them must bear the losses occasioned by the failure of its Bank, 
and is bound to respond, out of its Treasury, for the full amount called 
for by the bonds which they hold. But it has been shown that the Uni¬ 
versity holds State stock as the evidence of its claims upon the State ; 
the public faith and credit of the State are the guarantees upon which it 
relies ; it was neither a partner nor a stockholder in the Bank If then, 
the foreign creditors remain, as they most certainly do unaffected by the 
failure of the Bank, it seems impossible to resist the same conclusion in 
favor of the University, or to deny its indisputable right to demand a 
payment out of the State Treasury of every dollar of its funds. 

Having shown that the funds of the University remain unaffected by 
the casualties which have befallen the Bank, your committee are of the 
opinion that it is indispensable, first, to unfetter the University from its 
indebtedness to the Bank, by the adoption of some different and equitable 
measure for that purpose, and then to provide for the permanent security 
of the principal of the funds and the prompt and punctual payment of 
the interest for the support of the University. 

After full and mature consideration of the subject, your committee 
have been brought to the unanimous conclusion, that the compromise 
between the University and the State proposed by the Trustees to the 
Legislature in December, 1845, and which if fully set forth in the special 
report of F. Bigbee Esq. submitted in behalf of the Board is the best 
as well as the most equitable measure which can be devised to relieve 
the University from its omerous liabilities to the State. It appears that 
the debt due from the University to the Bank amounts, exclusive of in- 
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terest, to $64,500, and was created by borrowing from the Bank, under 
the authority of law, and in order to prevent the endowment from being 
diminished, as the Legislature had declared that it should not be for any 
purpose whatever, an amount sufficient to erect the necessary buildings, 
and to defray the expenses incurred in putting the University in opera¬ 
tion. During the years 1844 and 1845, the sum of $18,000 was applied, 
out of the Treasury of the University, to the payment of the interest of 
this debt. The amount of this debt, principal and interest, will not fall 
short, at the present time, of $100,000. Large as is this sum, the equi¬ 
table claims of the University upon the State are still larger. 

By the relief law passed by the Legislature in 1834, to which refer¬ 
ence has already been made and immense loss of principal was sustained 
by the University on its funds. From the most satisfactory data, which 
your committee have been able to obtain, this loss may be estimated at 
not not less than $144,239 18 ; and it occurred as early as the year 1834. 
Computing the interest on this sum up to the present time at six per 
cent, the rate allowed by law to the University on its funds, and it will 
be seen that the enormous sum of $255,745 73, has been lost to the fund 
by relief laws. To this amount may be added a considerable sum due 
for interest on deposits made in Bank prior to the conversion of the funds 
into Bank capital This item, however, may be omitted, as the losses 
sustained by the relief laws swell to an amount large enough for all the 
purposes of an equitable compromise. The Trustees, assuming what is 
really the fact, that the Legislature is the trustee of th funds, and liable 
as such, for losses occurring by voluntary and unconscionable acts, pro¬ 
posed to extinguish the debt due from the University to the Bank, with 
equitable debt due form the State to the University for losses occurring 
by its own mismanagements. Your committee are unanimous in the 
belief, that such a compromise would be equitable in itself, fair to the 
State, and beneficial to the University. 

It would be equitable The Legislature is the Trustee of the funds, 
bound to perform all duties and subject to all the liabilities of that char¬ 
acter. By the established laws of trusts, the Trustees must account for 
the principal and legal interest of the trust funds. If losses be sustain¬ 
ed by his improvident management, he bears them individually, and must 
respond to the beneficiary for the full amount of his claims with legal in¬ 
terest from the accrual of the loss. But it has been shown, in the state¬ 
ment of facts submitted above that a loss of $144,239 18 of principal 
was occasioned to the funds of the University by the relief law of 1834. 
That act being passed solely for the benefit of the purchasers and giv¬ 
ing to them as a gratuity all the improvements made upon the Univer¬ 
sity lands, was tortuous and inequitable on the part of the Trustee Now 
the State, being in this transaction identical with the Legislature, is li¬ 
able for its acts If then a suit could be brought against the State by the 
University in a court of equity, it would, both upon the law and the facts 
of the case result in the recovery by the University of every dollar of 
its lost funds with legal interest from the year 1834, the time when the 
losses occurred. But the State is a sovreignty, and claims exemption 
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from the jurisdiction of the Chancellor. That, however, neither conceals 
its obligation to observe good faith towards its beneficiary, nor destroys 
the equitable claim of the University. On the contrary the very immu¬ 
nity which it enjoys in being above the remedial process of the Courts, 
increases its obligations to respect the rights of an equitable claimant, 
which is powerless to enforce redress in the judicial forum To wield 
its privilege to the denial of justice in such a case, to a defenceless ward, 
placed under its guardianship and care, would be a lamentable perver¬ 
sion of it indeed. In fact, no compromise should be proposed or accept¬ 
ed by the State, which would not be recognized as just and equitable be¬ 
tween private individuals litigating their rights in a similar case before 
a Chancellor. For these reasons, your committee believe the Compro¬ 
mise proposed by the Board of Trustees, to be not only eminently equi¬ 
table, but the only one which the State ought either to propose or accept. 

But the Compromise would also be fair to the State. Suppose a 
private individual, justly indebted in the sum of $255,745 73, should re¬ 
ceive a proposition from his creditors to release him form the whole a- 
mount, if, in turn, he would discharge them from a debt of $100,000, 
which they owed him. Could he object to the offer that it was not fair? 

On the contrary would he not be compelled to admit that it was liberal 
and exceedingly favorable, as it would enable him to discharge a large 
indebtedness with a much smaller amount? Such is the very proposition 
made to the State. It justly owes the University the sum of $255,745 73, 
which it may pay by the relinquishment of $1000,000 due from the Uni¬ 
versity to the Bank A more favorable compromise could not be and 
ought not to be desired by the State. 

But the Compromise would also be beneficial to the University. The pressure 
of its debt weighs like an incubus upon the Institution, preventing many valua- 
able and necessary improvements. The College builbings need constant and 
expensive repairs. The Library, the Chemical and Philosophical apparatus, the 
Laboratory, and the various Cabinets require large additions in the present rap¬ 
idly advancing state of the ar s and sciences, to render them fit auxiliaries in the 
acquirement of a thorough collegiate education. But the large debt hanging 
over the University, not only prevents such additions being made, but pro¬ 
duces vey great embarrassment in the management of its affairs. If the interest 
alone of the debt continue to be exacted by the State it will only perpetuate these 
embarrassments without producing any relief, as the large appropriations which 
would have to be made out of the Treasury of the University to pay it, would 
exhaust the resources needed for valuable and necessary improvements. But if 
the principal of the debt be exacted, it could not be paid without a material dimi¬ 
nution of the capital endowment of the University. This should if possible, be 
avoided, as it would not only be highly prejudicial to the University preventing 
a liberal and expansive policy in its management but would be detrimental to 
the cause of education in the State which is greatly promoted by the present 
cheap rates of tuition which would have to be abandoned for higher ones should 
a large curtailment of the funds of the I nstitution be made. But if, on the other 
hand, the debt be cancelled by the acceptance of the proposed Compromise, the 
benefit resulting to the University would be almost incalculable. It would be 
relieved from a weight which has borne upon it for years, crippling its energies 
nd retar ing its improvements. All its resources could be applied to educational 
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purposes. Its Library might be enlarged, its apparatus increased, its Cabinets 
a gmented and all its capabilities expanded. In a word, the University would 
immediately enter on a bright and prosperous career of improvement, and would 
soon in the amplitude of its facilities and the number of its students, rank with 
the first Colleges in the Union. Another great benefit to be derived from the 
extinction of the debt in the manner proposed is, that then the endowment would 
be sufficiently ample to a low the present low rate of fees for tuition to remain 
permanent; and this together with the liberal provision already made by the 
University for the gratuitous education of large numbers of poor young men, 
would bring its facilities within the reach of all the sons of Alabama. Nor is 
this all; for these funds, by proper economy and a judicious application, would 
soon make the University of Alabama not only the great ornament or the State 
and the pride of all its citizens, but the most splendid Institution of learning in 
the South. Alabama could then point to her University and its numerous Alumni 
as proof that she was not inferior to her sister States in a just appreciation of the 
value of knowledge, or in the number of her educated sons. 

Should these persuasive considerations, arising out of the equity, fairness and 
utility of the Compromise proposed by the Board of Trustees induce its accept¬ 
ance by the Legislature, your committee are of the opinion, it would next be 
necessary, to provide for the permanent security of the funds of the University, 
and the punctual appropriation of the interest to its support. 

To effect the first object, your committee can suggest no better plan than the 
funding of the debt due to the University, and the issuance of State Stock for the 
amount to the Trustees, bearing an interest of 6 percent., per annum, under the 
guarantee of the public faith and credit, which shall be pledged for the permanent 
security of the funds. I n a word, the State Stock now held by the University, 
conforming in its character to the suggestions now submitted, seems to your 
committee to afford the strongest, as well as the most acceptable security for the 
principal of the funds. 

To provide for the punctual appropriation of the interest for the support of the 
University, the Committee would recommend that the payments of interest be 
transferred to the Treasury of the State : that the State Treasurer be authorized 
and required to pay over semi-annually to any lawfully authorized Agent of the 
Trustees the interest which may have accrued during the prece ding half year; 
and that the Trustees of the University be empowered to appoint a Treasurer or 
Fiscal agent to reside near the University, who shall receive such compensation 
and give bond from time to time in such penal sum as the Trustees may prescribe. 

In conformity with the views submitted in this Report, the committee have 
prepared the following Bill, and respectfully recommend its passage : 

Mr Crenshaw from the same committee reported a bill to liquidate and settle 
the mutual debts existing between the University and the State of Alabama, and 
for other purposes. 

Said bill was read the first time and 

On motion of Mr. Crenshaw, was made the special order of the day on Wed¬ 
nesday next, at 12 o'clock and one hundred and fifty copies were ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Young moved to lay the report on the table, and that one thousand copies 
be printed. Said motion prevailed. 

Mr Kittrell from the committee on accounts, to whom was referred the ac¬ 
counts of Joseph N. Savery, B. F. Horton, Montgomery Amateur Band, J ames 
Phoenix, J ohn Sherwood, J ohn T Martin, J ames L Rainey, J ohn W Hays, H. 
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G. Coates, John W Hayes, F M Kirksey and Allen Frazier, reported the same 
back to the House as not being properly certified, or not being state charges, 
and asked to be discharged from their further consideration. 

The report was concurred in and the accounts withdrawn. 

Mr. Fleming, by leave, offered joint resolutions providing for the illumination 
of the capitol on the night ef the 8th of J anuary next. 

Said resolutions were adopted. 

Mr Fleming, by leave, offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the use of the hall be given to the friends of Major General 
Zachary Taylor, at 7 o'clock P.M. on the eighth of J anuary next. 

Mr Cooper from the committee on the J udiciary to whom was referred a bill 
providing for the payment of jurors in J ackson county, &c. reported the bill back 
with the following amendment: 

Strike out one dollar and fifty cents and insert seventy five cents. 

The amendment was concurred in. 

The amendment heretofore offered by Mr Alldridge by way of proviso, was 
adopted and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading.

Resolved, That in the ownership of slaves, we are not only ex¬ 
ercising a constitutional right, but a humane and moral right; that we 
will allow no power under Heaven to dictate the terms by which we 
shall be deprived of this right, and that the exercise of such power, either 
by the Federal Government, or by any of the States we stand prepared 
to resist at any and at all hazards, either by the enactment of laws, or 
by a resort to arms 

3rd. Resolved, That our first duty is allegiance to the State, and we 
are bound by that allegiance to oppose any and every mode of infringe¬ 
ment of the rights of this State or of its citizens. 

4th. Resolved, That we will not support at the ensuring presidential 
election any man for the presidency or vice presidency who is not avow¬ 
edly opposed to the principle of the Wilmot proviso, and who will not 
pledge himself to veto any law repealing the act of Congress of 1793, 
providing for the restoration of fugitive slaves to their owners.

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In the second resolution, strike out "south of the line of the Missouri 
compromise.” In the fifth resolution, strike out "and these provisions 
are contrived. I n the sixth resolution, strike out "as a parcel of that sys¬ 
tematic and persecuting warfare''— strike out "the people,” and insert 
"a portion"— strike out "have openly declared,” and insert "have adopt¬ 
ed as an open declaration of hostilities.”

nation, demand this at our hands. 

Resolved, That in our opinion hostilities should be terminated upon terms hon¬ 
orable to both parties, embracing a mutual settlement of the question growing 
out of the rightful bounds of Texas, and a full recognition and proper permission 
by Mexico to be made for just claims of our citizens, against her. 

At half past one p. m. Mr Ricks moved to adjourn until to-morrow at ten o' 
clock which motion prevailed.

Mr Norman from the committee on Education, reported the following reso¬ 
lution, which was adopted. 

Resolved, That so much of the resolution adopted by the House on the subject 
of common school education as makes it compulsory on the committee on Educa¬ 
tion to report a bill for that purposes, be so modified as to leave it discretionary 
with the committee to act without restraint in reference to the facts as they may 
find them. 

Mr. Kittrell from the committee on Accounts reported a bill to procure medi¬ 
cal aid for, and to compensate physicians for services rendered State prisoners in 
the several counties in this State. 

Said bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Porter from the committee on the J udiciary to whom was referred various 
joint resolutions proposing amendments io the constitution, reported a substitute 
in lieu thereof. 

On motion of Mr Porter the further consideration of the report and substitute 
was postponed until Thursday next, and made the special order of the day for 11 
o'clock a. m. of that day. 

Mr J emison made the following report. 

The joint committee of the two Houses of the General Assembly, appointed 
to examine and report upon the cash account of the commissioners and trustees 
to settle the affairs of the State Bank and branches, did pursuant to the duty as¬ 
signed them, repair to the branch bank in this city, where the case account of 
the commissioners exhibiting amounts deposited in and disbursed through the 
Bank of Mobile and the Merchants Bank of New York, were submitted to your 
committee. After a careful examination of said accounts and a comparison of 
the same with vouchers accompanying them, your committee are not only fully 
satisfied of their entire correctness, but are also satisfied that the commissioners 
have discharged their duty with fidelity and ability highly creditable to them¬ 
selves, and in a manner greatly promotive of the best interests of the State. 

Mr Crawford, of Barbour, moved to lay the report on the table, and 
print 150 copies. 
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Mr J ackson called for a division of the question; which was first taken 
on laying on the table, and carried. 

The motion to print was lost. 

Mr Walker, of Mobile, made the following report. 

The committee on the J udiciary, to whom was referred the bill to be 
entitled an act for the benefit of the estates of deceased persons, have 
considered the same, and have instructed me to report that it would be 
inexpedient to pass said bill. The rights of the heirs and creditors of 
deceased persons would, in the opinion of the committee, be greatly en¬ 
dangered by the enactment of such a law. It opens the door to frauds 
on the part of executors and administrators. It affords opportunity for 
collusions between them and the debtors of the estate and other persons. 

I n the opinion of the committee, it would be an easy matter for a dis¬ 
honest executor or administrator, under such a law, to effect fraudulent 
compromises of the claims due the state. Under the provisions of the 
bill, orders for the sale or compromise of claims would, in a large majo¬ 
rity of cases, be granted by the Court, upon the mere affidavit of the ex- 
interest of the estate. It is apparent that this might lead to frauds ruin¬ 
ous to estates, and the rights of persons interested in them. Many cases 
must occur, where creditors and distributers would, from want of notice 
or other causes, be unable to show that the affidavit of the executor or 
administrator was untrue, or that injury would result from a sale or 
compromise. 

In addition to these general objections, the committee are further op¬ 
posed to bill, because, while the third section of said bill declares that 
the sales of claims, under the order of the Court, shall be for cash; yet, 
the fourth section provides that all such sales shall, within ninety days 
after they take place, be reported to the Court; which reports shall re¬ 
main open for inspection until the next term of the Court; when, for 
causes shown, the report may be disallowed and the sale or compromise 
set aside or vacated. The confusion necessarily resulting from such a 
proceeding is manifest. 

For these reasons, among others, the committee considers the proposed 
law inexpedient, and as such report it back to the House. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Cooper, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the bill from the Senate to alter the mode of selecting grand jurors 
for Macon county, reported the same back to the House. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Cooper, from the same committee, to whom was referred the bill 
in relation to costs incurred in the prosecution of slaves for crimes and 
misdemeanors, reported that it was inexpedient to pass said bill. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Crawford, of Barbour, from the committee on Propositions and 
Grievances, to whom was referred the petition of Alfred Bell and Paul 
Powers, reported that it is inexpedient to legislate on the subject. 
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Mr Walker, of Mobile, moved that the report lie on the table, and 
that they be allowed to withdraw their petition. 

Said motion prevailed. 

Mr Kennedy, from the committee on Divorce and Alimony, reported 
a bill to divorce Williamson S. Mooney from his wife Matilda Mooney. 

Said, bill was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of Israel I. Sones, report that it is inex¬ 
pedient to grant the prayer of the petitioner. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Scott, from the committee on the State Bank and Branches, to 
whom was referred the petition of Olivia Lenair, reported that it is in¬ 
expedient to legislate on the subject. 

Mr J ackson moved to lay the report on the table ; which motion was 
lost, and the report was concurred in. 

Mr Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of Seth B. Ford, reported a bill for the 
relief of certain persons therein named. 

Said bill was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Jackson, from the same committee, reported a bill to compensate 
Coster and Cox. 

Mr Jackson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the ac¬ 
counts of J. J. Drake, reported that it would be inexpedient to allow said 
account. 

On motion of Mr J ohn, the report was laid on the table, and he al¬ 
lowed to withdraw said account. 

Mr Walker, of Mobile, from the committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom was referred the bill to authorize the Governor to appoint an 
agent to collect from the Federal Government the sums due to this State 
from the five per cent, fund, and for advances made by the Governors in 
the organization of the troops for the Mexican service, reported a sub¬ 
stitute therefor. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. 

Mr Walker, of Mobile, from the committee on the J udiciary to whom 
was referred the bill to authorize the issuance of attachments in certain 
cases, reported the same back without amendment, and recommended 
its passage. 

Mr Baker moved to amend as follows: 

Provided, however, that if the defendant will swear that the grounds 
taken by the plaintiff in the attachment are untrue, and that he is not 
about to dispose of his personal property, said attachment shall be dis¬ 
missed.

Said amendment was adopted. 

Mr Porter moved to amend the bill as follows: 

Sec. That one half of said two per cent fund loaned by an act approved J an- 
uary 23d 1845, to the Tennessee and Coosa Rail Road Company, together 
with the interest thereon which has accrued, is hereby loaned to the Coosa and 
Tuskaloosa Rail Way Company, for the construction of said road, under the re¬ 
strictions and liabilitiss, and on executing a bond with a like penalty and con¬ 
dition prescribed in said act, the same tending to the completion of a road con¬ 
necting the Tennessee river with the navigable waters of the Mobile Bay. 

Said motion was lost.

on the West side of Chattahoochee river and to whom was also refer¬ 
red the compromise between his Excellency and the said I ngersoil; and 
also, other documents retating to said suits, have considered the same. 

The petition has been before the Legislsture of the last two sessions, at the 
session commencing December 1844, the committee on the J udiciary to 
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whom had been referred the petition of Mr Ingersoll, made a report 
claiming the lands West of the Chattahoochee, as being within the right¬ 
ful boundary of this State, and referred to act of Congress providing for 
the amicable settlement of the limits of Georgia, &c. Also the articles of 
agreement entered into on the 24th April 1802, between the Commis¬ 
sioners on the part of the United State and those appointed by Georgia, 
and also the act of Congress of 2d March 1819, to enable the people of 
Alabama to form a State Government, that committee concluded that 
inasmuch as the land that formed the subject of the controversy between 
Mr I ngersoll and the Georgia claimants were within the limits of Ala¬ 
bama, she was called upon to defend the rights of I ngersoll, and should 
at her own expense employ Counsel for that purpose, under this convic¬ 
tions that committee reported a resolution authorizing the Governor to 
employ Counsel to assist the said I ngersoll in having the rights claimed 
by the State of Georgia fully adjusted. This resolution was adopted, from 
the phraseology of the resolution it would seem that the committee by 
whom it was adopted were under the impression that the State of Geor¬ 
gia had become a party to the controversy, by asserting a right over the 
land in question, this was a misapprehension, at least this committee 
have been furnished with no evidence of any interference by the author¬ 
ities of Georgia, and are not aware of her asserting jurisdiction on this 
side of the Chattahoochee. 

At the last session of the Legislature the committee to whom the matter was 
again referred, made a report concurring in the report of the previous session, 
so far as to decide the right of Georgia to the soil in controversy, but dissenting 
to so much of it as recommended the aid of this State in maintaining the claim 
of Mr I ngersoll to the land. 

The latter committee deprecated the interference of this State in the contest 
between Mr I ngersoll and the citizens of Georgia who claimed the soil in his 
possession, as impolitic because it would establish a precedent that might involve 
the State in the expense of conducting suits affecting the title of all the lands 
lying between the Florida line and the great bend of the Chattahoochee. 

That report was concurred in. 

Here was a direct conflict in the action of the Legislature at the two sessions 
—that of 1844-5 recommending the extension of State aid to Mr I ngersoll, 
whilst that of 1845-6 refused it. Mr Ingersall believing that under the resolu¬ 
tion adopted at the session of 1844-5, he had the right to demand the assistance 
of the State in defraying the expenses of the suits instituted against him, applied 
to Governor Martin to employ counsel; this application was denied by the Gov¬ 
ernor under the belief that the case presented was not within the contemplation 
of the resolution, and thus the matter is again brought before this House. 

The contradictory opinions expressed heretofore by the legislature upon the 
subject, have made the task imposed upon the committee a delicate one, and 
made it the more necessary for them to act with care and circumspection; this 
they have endeavored to do, and have arrived at the following conclusions. 

They regard the jurisdiction of this State over the territory west of the Chatt- 
hoochy, as unquestionable and readily admit the right of Mr I ngersoll to 
the soil in his possession, but they cannot see how this should impose any ob- 
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gation on the State to defend that right by an individual citizen of Georgia. It 
is a personal contest between the parities. 

I n the opinion of this committee the suits in the defence of which Mr I nger- 
soll demands the aid of the State in no wise involves her jurisdiction over the 
lands she claims to be within her limits. She is not and ought not to be a par¬ 
ty to said suits. The conflicting claims of the litigants must be left to the de¬ 
cisions of the judicial tribunals of the country. The adjustment of such contro¬ 
versies falls within their province. This committee adopt the reasons 
of the committee of last session against the participation of this State in 
the suits, and concur with the committee in the opinion that whenever the juris¬ 
diction of the State of Alabama on the west side of the Chattahoochee shall be 
questioned or claimed, there will be time enough for the State to act and assert 
her rights. Entertaining these opinions, the committee instructed me to return 
the papers, and ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the sub¬ 
ject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Moore moved to reconsider the vote by which the bill to liquidate and set¬ 
tle the mutual debts existing between the University and the Bank of the State 
of Alabama, and for other purposes, was yesterday ordered to a third reading. 

Said motion was lost—yeas 42, nays 50.

to legislate on the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Scott from the committee on the State Bank and Branches, to whom was 
referred various bills and resolutions relating to the affairs of said Bank, 

REPORTED. 

It has been usual for the Bank committee to report in extenso, the condition 
of the banks of the State; but the labors of the committee, so far as the usual re¬ 
report is concered, has been greatly abridged by the able and lucid report, made 
by the Bank Commissioners, at an early period of the session, and all who may 
wish to examine the condition of the banks, their assetts, the circulation, the 
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amount collected and the amounts likely to be realized hereafter from the debts 
and property of each of the banks, are respectfully referred to that report. 

The committee after the necessary investigation, conclude that the interest of 
the State will be best promoted by continuing in force so much of the law appro¬ 
ved the 4th day of February 1846, entitled an act to regulate the affairs of the 
banks, and provide, for the payment of the State bonds, as is applicable to the 
present state of things. The system adopted by the act referred to, has worked 
well, and the committee deem it best to purse the policy that has reduced the 
annual expenses of the banks, and has at the same time guarded the important 
interests of the State. 

The bill herewith reported has vested in one commissioner and trustee, the 
entire control of the banks, and their assets, with enlarged powers. The objec t 
of the reduction of the number of Commissioners, is to economize the expenses 
of the banks. 

The committee has made provision in the reported bill for that portion of the 
debts due the banks classed bad. The necessity of some final disposition of the 
debt must be obvious, and it is supposed the plan adopted by the bill will realize 
the largest amount out of the debt marked bad. This debt is now wholly unpro¬ 
ductive to the State, and never can be, unless something is realized from it in 
the way indicated by the bill. It is necessary to issue alias executions to keep 
alive the lien on property, and in this way the State incurs a heavy expense 
paid to officers without a corresponding benefit. The debts due the bank classed 
bad, must ultimately be disposed of in this or some other summary way, and the 
committee believe that it is better to dispose of it during the next two years, than 
to procrastinate the settlement of the affairs of the Bank after the present com¬ 
mission shall have expired. 

The bill reported by said committee, viz: 

The bill to amend and continue in force an act to regulate the affairs 
of the Banks, and to provide for the payment of the State bonds, ap¬ 
proved February 4, 1846, was read the first time, and the constitutional 
rule being suspended, was read a second time forthwith. 

On motion of Mr J emison, the further consideration of the bill was 
postponed until Thursday next, and it made the special order of the day, 
at 11, A. M.; and one hundred and fifty copies thereof ordered to be print¬ 
ed for the use of the Flouse. And five hundred copies of the report, 
also, ordered to be printed.

Hon. L. P. WALKER, 

Speaker of the House of Representatives. 

Sir,— I most respectfully ask permission, through you, to communicate 
to the honorable body over which you preside the reasons for the course 
I have thought proper to pursue, in relation to the discontinuance of my 
official duties. 

It has not been dictated by a petulant or ill natured freak, but alone 
from the conviction that has been settled upon me, that I am not a legal 
or constitutional officer, and as such, ought not in justice or duty to my 
friends, continue to discharge the functions of so important an office, 
without some expression of approbation from your honorable body. I 
have been discharging duties in the capacity of State Treasurer for the 
last twelve months, without, as I conceive and am advised, any autho¬ 
rity of law. To say the least, this (if true) has been entirely unknown 
and unthought of by me, until a very few days past— when an examina¬ 
tion of the rolls, &c. and an introduction into the Legislature of resolu¬ 
tions proposing amendments to the Constitution of this State, on this 
particular subject, leave me no doubt as to my want of constitutional 
qualification. In consideration, then, of all these things, it seemed to me 
that it would not be improper, and probably prudent, for me to cease 
the further transaction of any official business, and respectfully state the 
reasons for so doing, and ask, in all confidence, of the Legislature, some¬ 
thing in the nature of counsel, advice or sanction, and abide accordingly. 

Although very anxious to be released from my responsibilities, and 
go to my family, nevertheless I would , for the sake of the obligations 
that I feel that I am under to the Legislature, as a body, for continued 
favors of their confidence, as also for motives of public convenience dis¬ 
charge the duties of Treasurer for a few days until a successor can be 
duly and constitutionally elected, should it be desired. 

I again assure your honorable body that my course has not proceeded 
from any feeling other than a sense of duty and propriety, under all the 
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circumstances. It would, gentlemen be doing injustice to my feelings, 
to close without an expression of the kindest feelings for every member 
of your honorable body, of an acquaintance of many years standing, 
while for others I entertain the most profound respect.

A message from the Senate by Mr. Kidd. 

Mr Speaker— The Senate have originated and passed bills of the fol¬ 
lowing titles, to wit: 

A bill to authorize the establishment of lost or stolen indictments, 
and for other purposes ; and 
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A bill to regulate the practice in relation to writ's of-error and appeals. 

Mr Garrott from the committee on J udiciary to whom was re¬ 
ferred the bill to prevent the sale of slaves in the State under certain 
restrictions, by leave, reported that it would be inexpedient to legislate 
on the subject. 

Mr Walker of Mobile, from the minority of said committee, made the 
following report, and reported the following bill. 

The undersign, a minority of the committee on the J udiciary, to 
whom was referred a bill to exempt slaves from sale under execution, 
approving the principle involved in said bill, and differing from the ma¬ 
jority, who have made an adverse report, have proposed a substitute, 
which they herewith submit to the House. 

The undersigned are in favor of a law exempting slaves from sale un¬ 
der attachment or execution, for several reasons. They think that such 
a law would tend to strength the institution of slavery, by increasing 
the number of slave owners. The exemption will operate as a strong 
inducement to many persons to purchase that species of property, who 
under the existing laws would prefer some other mode of investments. 
Men, in limited circumstances, in order to provide for the support of 
their families, will of course invest their surplus means in the acquisi¬ 
tion of property that cannot be reached by legal process. Mechanics, 
small farmers, professional men of narrow income, indeed all persons, 
the maintenance of whose families depend upon their own exertion, will 
at once be desirous of owning slaves. In this manner the ownership of 
this species of property will be far more generally diffused, and as a 
necessary consequence, the institution greatly fortified. Such a law will 
strengthen the institution in another way. It will give a more affec¬ 
tionate character to the relations of master and slave. It will be the 
interest of the master to take better care of his slaves. It will make his- 
rule over them more kindly. And this insures the attachment of the 
slave to his owner. Whatever persuade to the growth of this attach¬ 
ment, must add to the strength of the institution it self, and thus enable 
us the better to resist the attacks of its enemies. The undersigned re¬ 
gards it as the duty of every slave holding State to adopt all measures 
calculated to protect and support an institutions so essential to its pros¬ 
perity and so completely interwoven with the habits and thoughts of its 
citizens. Nothing, in the opinion of the undersigned, can be more con¬ 
ducive to his end than to hold out inducements to every man in the 
State to become a slave owner, and thus identify himself with the insti¬ 
tution. 

But the law which the undersigned proposes presents another argu¬ 
ment in its favor, the force of which will perhaps be more readily ad¬ 
mitted by this House. By reference to the bill now offered as a substi¬ 
tute, it will be seen that every person desiring to have his slaves ex¬ 
empt from execution, is required to pay to the State, as a bonus, the 
sum of twenty-five dollars for each slave, and no person shall have a 
larger number of slaves exempt than fifteen. 

It will be readily perceive that under the operation of such law, a 
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far larger revenue would be yielded than would be obtained from the 
heaviest tax bill this House would sanction, or the people, with all their 
willingness to support the credit of the State, would submit to . A slight 
examination will prove this. It is not an over estimate to put down the 
slaves in this State at 300,000. The undersigned are inclined to think that 
the passage of the law they recommend would lead to the exemptions of 
100,000 slaves. Here would be a fund of $2,500,000, to be applied by 
the State in liquidation of its indebtedness. A fund voluntarily contri¬ 
buted by the citizens, because of the privilege he thereby acquires. Will 
any tax bill that you can frame promise such results? Are there not 
conflicting options in the House, as to the principles upon which a re¬ 
venue law should be founded? Is it supposed by any one that a larger 
sum than $750,000 or $800,00 will be derived from that source; and 
is there no likelihood that such a tax will meet with opposition in the 
House, as being oppressive? Is there any assurance that an effort will 
not be made to limit the tax to be raised to a sum sufficient to support 
the Government and pay the interest on the State debt, without making 
any provision for the principal? 

In the opinion of the undersigned, these questions are worthy of the 
serious consideration of the House. 

The substitute offered by them would, in their judgment, be the most 
effective revenue law that could be adopted. It could not be complain¬ 
ed of as grievous or oppressive, because it coerces the payment of no 
tax. It persuades the citizens to come to the aid of the state. It proffers 
to him an important privilege, to obtain which he would readily pay the 
stipulated sum. A privilege that insures comfort and support to his fa¬ 
mily in his sickness or after his death. A privilege which no man who 
values his domestic ties will forego. Could stronger considerations than 
these be presented? Could any more certain means of raising a revenue 
be devised? The substitute is so framed as not to be obnoxious to the 
charge of favoritism to any class. Its immunities can be extended to all, 
and will especially aid those in straitened circumstances. It provisions 
in no manner conflicts with the rights of creditors, and carefully guards 
against fraud. Whenever slaves shall be exempted under it, that ex¬ 
emption becomes a matter of record, open to the inspection of all. 

But the undersigned will not further extend the reasoning in favor of 
this measure. The argument might be greatly extended, but they trust 
they have said enough to invite the serious attention of this House to a 
scheme that, while it subserves the cause of humanity, promises at the 
same time to be fruitful of good to the State. 

The House refused to concur in the-report of the majority of said com¬ 
mittee. 

The bill reported by the minority of said committee, to wit: the bill 
to exempt slaves from the sale under execution, was read the first time, and 
on motion of Mr Walker, of Mobile, was postponed until Monday next, 
and made the special order of the day for 10 o'clock, A.M. of said day. 

Mr Lockwood moved to reconsider the vote by which the House re- 
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fused to concur in the report of the majority of said committee, said mo¬ 
tion was lost. 

And the House adjourned until to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 

THURSDAY, January 20, 1848

That from and after the first day of May next, any attorney at law 
who shall bring any suit for any person for the recovery of money, lands 
or any other-property in the Chancery, Circuit, or County Courts of this 
State, and shall fail of obtaining a verdict for his client, shall in default 
of payment of the costs of Court or Courts by his client be bound for 
the payment thereof, and execution shall issue against him in the same 
manner as executions are now issued for the collections of costs from 
other parties, any law to the contrary not withstanding. 

Provided, this bill shall not so operate as to prevent paupers from 
bringing their suits as now provided for by law. 

Mr. Kennedy moved to amend the substitute proposed by Mr Ware as 
follows : 

And be it further enacted, That hereafter in all cases where a Phy¬ 
sician has been called in to see a patient, who shall die under the treat¬ 
ment of said Physician, then and in that case the Physician attending 
said patient, shall pay all the expenses attending the last illness and the 
burial expenses of said deceased person. 

Mr. Crenshaw, in the chair, decided said amendment to be out of or¬ 
der. 

From which decision Mr Alldridge appealed. 

The question shall the decision of the Chair stand as the discussion of 
the House was decided negatively. 

On motion of Mr J ackson, the amendment and the amendment to the 
amendment were laid on the table. 

Mr Hamilton of Mobile, moved to amend by way of substitute as fol¬ 
lows: 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert 

That the J udges of the Supreme Court of this State may, and they are 
hereby authorized at any time before the termination of the next J une 
term of the Supreme Court, to appoint a committee of three members of 
the bar of this State to revise the mode of practice and proceeding in the 
Courts of Law and Equity in this State. 

Sec. 2. That said committee shall have power to revise the rules of 
pleading, modes of practice and forms of trail, rules of evidence, in force 
in this State, and report a revised system of Judicial proceedings, both in 
law and equity courts, to the said Supreme Court, on or before the first 
day of the Winter term of said Court for 1849. 
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Sec. 3. That, if the system so revise and reported, be approved by 
said Supreme Court at the Winter term of 1849-50, or so much thereof 
as shall be approved and adopted, shall become operative throughout the 
State. 

Sec. 4. That the question of costs shall be included in the subjects re¬ 
ferred to said committee, and that the supreme Court shall cause five 
hundred copies of the system so reported and approved to be published 
in pamphlet form: of which one hundred copies shall be reserved for the 
use of the State, and the remaining four hundred copies shall be sold by 
the Secretary of State, in the same manner as Reports of Decisions of the 
Supreme Court, and none sold at an advance of thirty per cent, on the 
cost of publishing. 

On motion of Mr. J ackson, the further consideration of the whole sub¬ 
ject was postponed until Wednesday next. 

Mr. Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of Wm. Williams and Sampson Lanair, 
reported that it is inexpedient to legislate on the subject.

Mr. Cooper, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill in relation to the collection of debts due the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, reported the same back, with amendments; which 
were concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

Mr Jackson, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Dale and Coving¬ 
ton, reported a bill to repeal a certain act therein named. 

Said bill was read, and on motion of Mr J ones, the report and bill was 
laid on the table — Yeas.

(said blank to be filled by the Commissioners' Court in each county in 
this State, ) be paid out of the County Treasury to each J udge of each 
county Court, until the expiration of his term of office. And all sums 
over and above the amount of said salary, which may accrue from the 
fees of his office, shall belong to the County Treasury and be paid by 
the Clerk of the County into the same, and the Treasurer's receipt 
taken therefor. 

Be it further enacted, That all laws now in force, prescribing and 
regulating the fees of the J udges of the county Courts, be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

On motion of Mr Kennedy, the said amendment was laid on the table. 

Mr. Garrott moved to postpone the further considerations of the subject 
until Tuesday next, and make it the special order of the day for 11 
o'clock, A.M. of said day, and that one hundred and fifty copies, be print¬ 
ed for the use of the House.

The undersigned a majority of the select committee to whom was re¬ 
ferred the bill entitled an act to alter the law in relation to the rights of 
the husband in the property of the wife, fully sensible of the magnitude 
and importance of the subject before them are constrained to dissent from 
the report of the majority of the committee, and beg leave to state that 
believing as they do that the fundamental laws of a community in re¬ 
spect to property, have an essential influence upon the working of hu¬ 
man affections within the domestic circle, the contemplated change of 
the law in their opinion would be calculated in its tendency to destroy in a 
great degree that peace and harmony which should exist between hus¬ 
band and wife, and give rise to raptures and di-sensious hereto fore un¬ 
known in that most sacred of all circles. Entertaining those views they 
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cannot but express the hope that the law as it now stands may remain 
unchanged.

Resolved. That the Governor be required to return to the House, the bill to 
incorporate the Mobile and Ohio rail road company, which a view to its modifica¬ 
tion or amendment, by the passage of a new bill with a distinctive feature en¬ 
grafted upon it, taxing the property of the company. 

The bill referred to was on the 19th instant submitted to me by a member of 
the committee of enrolled bills of your House for my examination and action in 
the mode prescribed by the constitution. It is certified in the usual form by 
your principal clerk, that originated in and passed the House of Representa¬ 
tives. It is signed by the Speaker of your honorable body, and by the Presi¬ 
dent of the Senate. The engrossed bill which usually accompanies that which 
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has been enrolled, was also submitted to me on which is endorsed in the usual 
form, that the bill passed the Senate, as well as your honorable body, in the 
manner prescribed by the constitution. 

It is my sincere wish to comply with any request that may be made upon me 
by your honorable body, that I can comply with consistantly with the constitu¬ 
tion of my country, and the oath I have taken to support it. But as I am not aware 
of any other mode of returning this or any other bill that may be submitted to 
me as the Executive of the State for my examination, as a co-ordinate branch of 
the Legislative Department, but that prescribed by the 16th section of the 4th 
article of the constitution, I return the bill described in your resolution to your 
honorable body in which it originated, with my objection set forth in my mes¬ 
sage here with communicated.

Montgomery, January 24, 1848. 

To the House of Representatives: 

The bill entitled an act to incorporate the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road Compa¬ 
ny, which originated in the House of Representatives, was on the 19th instant 
submitted for my approval. After careful examination and reflection, I feel con¬ 
strained to withhold from the bill my approval, and therefore return it to the 
House in which it originated that it may be reconsidered in the mode prescribed 
by the constitution. My objection to the passage of the bill in the form in which 
it has been submitted to me, and founded on the 16th section thereof, which 
provides that the capital stock, property and profits of said company, so far as 
the same may be or acrue, within the State shall not be subject to taxation until 
the dividends arrising from the same shall be equal to eight per cent per annum. 

With becoming deference to the opinion of the General Assembly, and 
with a sincere desire not to delay its proper action, my mind cannot re¬ 
sist the conclusion that this exemption of the stock, properly and profits 
of the Company, as secured by the section of the bill referred to, is a pro¬ 
cedure not authorized by the Constitution, but is in violation of the spirit, 
if not the letter, of the first section of the first article of that instrument. 

That section of the Constitution declares that all persons, when they en¬ 
ter into a social compact are equal in rights; and that no man, or set of 
men, are entitled to exclusive separate public endowment of privilege, but 
in consideration of public services. 

After a deliberate examination of the bill before me, I am unable to 
perceive any grounds to warrant the conclusion that public services have 
been, or are expected to be, rendered by those to whom the privilege is 
proposed to be granted. No bonus is secured to the State by the bill. 

No undertaking by the Company to transport troops, munitions of ward, 
or other public property, without charge or at limited rates of toll, or 
any thing that can be construed as an equivalent, present or prospective, 
for the exemption from taxation granted the Company. 

The first section of the Constitution, referred to, was evidently de¬ 
signed to secure to the citizens of Alabama equality in their burdens, as 
well as their rights, by withholding from the General Assembly the 
power of granting to any man privileges or exemptions from the burdens 
of the Government except for public services rendered the State. 
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Exemption from taxation, especially in view of the present embar¬ 
rassed state of our financial affairs, is a very high privilege, which will 
result in the increase of the burthens of other citizens of the State, 
to the extent of the exemption to the favored class. 

Governments are established for the security and protection of wealth 
and property, as well as the persons of citizens ; and the history of most 
countries will show that the administration of the Government with a 
view to the former is infinitely more extensive than the latter. We 
generally find wealth, especially congregated wealth, seeking, and too 
often successfully, an increased proportion of the aid and protection of 
Governments, the policy therefore that exempts from its due share in 
the burden is obviously unjust. 

With a view of providing means of discharging the heavy demands 
upon our State, to sustain her credit and carry on the Government, your 
indefatigable committee of Ways and Means are now in search of every 
object of taxation. Those of limited means, and even those who have 
no property, will scarcely escape taxation. Under such circumstances, 
the exemption in this particular case becomes of some consequence ; but 
when it is remembered that, if we allow it to the company incorporated by 
this bill, it must be granted to all others of similar character, until at last, 
by such acts of special exemption, our sources of revenue will be dried 
up, the importance of the principle involved becomes quite manifest. 

The capital of the Company proposed to be incorporated is ten mil¬ 
lions of dollars. The bill does not prescribe at what time the exemption 
from taxation shall begin ; so that immediately on the organization 
of the Company, before any part of the road is constructed, it will be in 
the power of the Company to avail themselves of the privilege. 

I do not find any limitation to the amount of property, real or person¬ 
al, the Company may acquire; but assuming that they will not exceed 
the amount of capital, at four hundred dollars each, the company may 
acquire, with the ten millions, slaves to the number of 25,000, all of 
whom will be at once exempt from taxation. So that, at 25 cents on 
each hundred dollars in value, the State would give to the Company a 
bonus of twenty-five thousand dollars per annum. Thus a very con¬ 
siderable amount of the taxable property of the State may be drawn in¬ 
to this great vortex and become exempt. 

After a careful examination of most, if not all the numerous acts that 
have heretofore passed the Legislature, of this description, I have not 
found one containing a provision similar to the 16th section of this bill; 
on the contrary, I find, that, in 1837, when no State taxes were levied, 
the power to tax the stock and property of a company incorporated for 
a rail road, like the present, from Mobile to the line of the State of Mis¬ 
sissippi, was reserved to the State in the charter expressly, lest the ex¬ 
emption might be claimed by implication. 

This bill exhibits nothing to warrant the conclusion that the exemp¬ 
tion was based upon any consideration whatever; so that I am not per¬ 
mitted to construe it otherwise than as a mere naked privilege. If it 
shall be urged that the privilege was granted because rail roads add to 
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the convenience of the people and increases the wealth and commerce of 
the State, it must also be admitted that toll bridges, ferries, mills, manu¬ 
factories, stage coaches, steam boats, and indeed many other kinds of pro¬ 
perty, do so likewise, and must also be exempt from taxes. 

If the interest of those on the line of the road be advanced by it, the 
bill requires that they shall account for the advantage in estimating the 
value of their property the Company are authorized to take, without 
limiting them in the rates of the toll to be charged. 

To the extent that the Company are relieved from taxes, the burden 
is increased on all the other tax payers in the State, as well those who 
do not as those who do derive benefit from its construction. So that al¬ 
lowing, all that can be claimed by those who insist that it is a public 
good, it involves the important principle of taxing one portion of the 
people, not for the benefit of all, but for the advantage of a favored sec¬ 
tion. 

The power of taxing being the most important the Legislature can ex¬ 
ercise, the people very properly examine with jealously as they feel the 
more directly the action of their agents on this than on any other subject. 

J ust and equal burdens, even if they are heavy, being necessary, the peo¬ 
ple bear willingly; but when they see inequality in the imposition of in¬ 
creasing taxes, the mass of the people will become discontented, until the 
whole system of taxation may be in danger. True policy, therefore; 
would seem to dictate the adoption of such of mode of levying taxes, es¬ 
pecially under the present state of our financial affairs as to give to the 
mass of the people no just cause for discontent. 

Under the obligation of the oath I have taken to support the Constitu¬ 
tion, as well as from considerations of sound policy, I feel in my duty to 
refuse my sanction to this bill. 

The power of the Executive, in such cases, is no more than to require 
a reconsideration. A bare majority of the two Houses may still pass 
the bill. So that if I have fallen into error in my reflections on the sub¬ 
ject, no material injury will result thereby.

On motion of Mr Walker, of Lauderdale, (Mr Towles in the chair) 
the above communication was laid on the table, and the Senate inform¬ 
ed that the said bill had been returned by the Governor.

Sec. 1st. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened that from and af¬ 
ter the passage of this act the J udge of the several County courts of this 
State shall receive the following fees and none other for their services 
as such J udges of the County Courts and Orphans Courts, and that all 
other duties and services rendered by them shall be deemed and held as 
pertaining to their offices for which they shall receive no compensation, 
fee or reward whatever to wit: 

For granting Letters Testamentary or Guardianship, $1 00. 

For order binding out Apprentices, 50 cents. 
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For all the final J udgements on the common law side of the Court, $2 00. 

For presiding at trials respecting the establishment of wills and other 
jury trials in Orphans Court business, $2 00 

For approving of every bond other than those of Executors, Admin¬ 
istrators and Guardians, 50 cents. 

For hearing application of dower, making all necessary orders for set¬ 
ting apart dower and for approving report of Commissioners, $2 00. 

For examining, stating and reporting the accounts of an Executor, 
Administrator of Guardian on final settlement only which shall include 
compensation for performing every service connected with the estate, 
except as herein otherwise expressed y provided, and which shall include 
auditing accounts $2 00. 

For examining vouchers, each 5 cents. 

All which fees shall be taxed in the bill of costs and collected by the 
Sheriffs and Clerks, and paid over to the J udges. 

Sec. 2d. Be it further enacted, That hereafter said J udges shall re¬ 
ceive no fees or compensation, for any orders other that those above 
stated, nor shall he receive any fees or compensation for decrees, or for 
time employed in the settlement of estates as now allowed by law. 

Sec. 3d. Be it further enacted, That from and after the passage of 
this act; the several Clerks of the County Courts of this State shall re¬ 
ceive the following fees and none other for their services as such Clerks, 
and all other duties and services by them rendered shall be deemed and 
held as pertaining to their offices for which they shall receive no com¬ 
pensation, fee or reward whatever, to-wit: 

For the like services by them performed the same fees as are now al¬ 
lowed by law to the Clerks of the Court. 

For taking and recording any will and for issuing Letters Testamenta¬ 
mentary thereon, $1 00. 

For taking bond of Executors and Administrators, and recording the 
same, 50 cents. 

For recording a will or codicil for every hundred words 10 cents. 

For issuing Letters of Administration, $1 00. 

For issuing Letters of Guardianship and taking and filing bond, $1 50. 

For recording an inventory appraisement for executors or administrators, or 
recording guardians accounts for every hundred words 10 cents. 

For issuing tavern licenses and taking bonds, 50 cents. 

For a copy of tavern rates 25 cents. 

For issuing a marriage license and taking bond and for recording a certificate 
of marriage to be paid when license issues $1. 

For every other license 50 cents. 

For recording every certificate of estray, and copy for advertising at the court 
house use 50 cents. 

For recording indenture of apprenticeship 50 cents. 

For recording a deed of any description and certificate thereon or power of 
attorney with certificate or other instruments required to be recorded or a copy 
of such deed, power of attorney, or other instrument for every hundred words 10 
cents.

For entering deed, copying orders for reviewing and opening roads, for orders 
appointing overseers of roads and copying the same ; for recording the proceed¬ 
ings of the commissioners of revenue and roads, and for other services for which 
no fee is herein specified or allowed to be paid out of the county treasury by or¬ 
der of the commissioners court, not exceeding per annum $50. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, that in all partial settlements of guardi¬ 
ans, when the estate or ward does not exceed one thousand dollars in value or 
amount advertisements therefor shall be stuck up at the door of the court house, 
and shall not be inserted in newspaper, and no fee whatever shall be charged or 
received by said judge or clerk for services rendered on making such settlement; 
and annual settlements of guardians shall not be required except in cases pro¬ 
vided for by the act of December 16th 1836, entitled an act regulating the man- 
gement of estates of minors and others under guardianship. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the judges of said courts shall not, nor 
shall any one employed by him, or in his office in any case pending in their re¬ 
spective courts, take any fee or reward for advise or for rendering any aid or 
assistance for prepairing the accounts of any executor, administrator or guardian 
nor from any legatee or distributee under the penalty of fifty dollars, to be recov¬ 
ed by action by defendant before any justice of the peace by such executor, ad¬ 
ministrator, or guardian so improperly charged, and to be accounted for as other 
assets. And if any such judge or clerk shall receive any other or greater fees 
than are by this act expressly allowed from any guardian, executor, administra¬ 
tor or other person, he shall for every such fee so improperly received, forfeit 
and pay to the person paying the same, the sum of fifty dollars, recoverable be¬ 
fore any justice of the peace in the name of the person who shall have paid such 
fee to be by him accounted for, if paid as guaidian, executor or administrator as 
other assets. And it shall be their duty to sue for the same : Provided, that this 
remedy shall not bar an indictment for extortion nor prevent any person agriev- 
ed to a greater amount than fifty dollars, from recovering in addition, whatever 
amount he may have illegally paid. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That said judges and clerks shall keep 
constantly on their tables a book in which shall be entered all the fees which 
they have received ; and it shall be the duty of the Solicitor and the grand jury 
during any and every term of the circuit court to examine said fee book, and to 
inqure into the fact, whether or not illegal fees have been received, and if they 
should find that greater or other fees have been received than are expressly al¬ 
lowed by this act, said judges and clerks shall be indicted therefor and if con- 
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victed, shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than five hun¬ 
dred dollars, and be dismissed from office, and the court shall moreover have 
said conviction certified to the governor, who shall fill the same as in any other 
case of vacancy. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That said judges and clerks together 
with their securities on their respective appeal bonds, shall be liable thereon for 
all and each of the penalties, fines and forfeitures incurred by any violation of 
any of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That none of the fees hereinafter men¬ 
tioned, shall be payable by any person whatsoever until their be produced, or 
be ready to be produced unto the person oweing or chargeable with the same, 
a bill or account in writing, containing the particulars of such fees signed by 
the clerk, or officer to whom such fee shall be due, or by whom the same is 
chargeable respectively, in which bill or account shall be expressed in words at 
length as the fees aforesaid is allowed by this act, every fee for which money 
shall be demanded and no executor, administrator or guardian shall be allowed 
for the payment of any fee, charge or compensation or reward to any clerk or 
judge, unless such bill be so produced : provided, that either before of after the 
payment o f such fees or costs, any person interested may have the same reform¬ 
ed and retaxed on application by any of the judges of the circuit courts, either in 
vaction or term time, first giving ten days notice of the time and place of such 
application. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of laws com¬ 
ing in conflict with the meaning and provisions of this bill, be and the same are 
hereby repealed.

If the Legislature have the power, it must be found in the first and 
eight sections of the fifth article of the Constitution, or in one of these 
sections. It is clear that the first section does not give the power: it is 
in these words. The J udicial power of this State shall be vested in one 
Supreme Court— Circuit Courts, to be held in each county of the State— 
and such inferior courts of law and equity, to consist of not more than 
five members, as the General Assembly may, from time to time, direct, 
ordain and establish. This section gives the Legislature power to es¬ 
tablish inferior courts of law and equity. It does not prescribe what 
inferior courts shall be established ; but properly leaves this to the deci¬ 
sion of the Legislature. There is no authority given by this section to 
the Legislature to establish courts of Chancery, with general equitable 
jurisdiction ; for the words of the section are inferior courts, which ne¬ 
cessarily include courts of general jurisdiction. 

By the eighth section of the fifth article, it is provided that the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly shall have power to establish a court or courts of Chan¬ 
cery, with original and appellate equitable jurisdiction ; and until the 
establishment of such court or courts, the said jurisdiction shall be vested 
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in the judges of the Circuit courts respectively : Provided, that the judges 
of the several Circuit courts shall have power to issue writs of injunc¬ 
tion, returnable into the, courts of Chancery. Now, the court of Chan¬ 
cery, when establsihed, is to have original and appellate Chancery juris¬ 
diction, and necessarily therefore general Chancery jurisdiction, in con¬ 
tradistinction to the limited jurisdiction to be exercised by the inferior 
courts of law and equity named in section one of same article, and until 
such courts of general Chancery jurisdiction should be established the 
Circuit judges were to have this jurisdiction, the second clause in this 
article clearly indicates therefore that the general equitable jurisdiction 
was mpt to be exercised by the inferior courts named in section one. 

The first and second clauses of section eight of this article, when con¬ 
strued in connexion with section first of said article, necessarily excluded 
the idea that, by virtue of section one, the Legislature has the power of 
vesting general Chancery jurisdiction in any court whatever. Unless the 
section eight of this article gives the power, the Legislature does not 
possess it. This section provides that the Legislature shall have power 
to establish courts of Chancery, with general equitable jurisdiction ; that 
until such courts shall be established, this equitable jurisdiction should 
vest in the Circuit J udges— not in the Circuit Courts— and that after the 
establishment of Chancery courts, the Circuit J udges shall have power 
to issue writs of injunction, returnable into the courts of Chancery. 

Now this section of the Constitutian contemplates the establishment of 
courts of Chancery a permanent system. Such courts, when esta¬ 
blished, have general equitable jurisdiction of the State. This section 
does not mean that this jurisdiction shall be divided, after Chancery 
courts are established, between Chancery courts and Circuit courts, or 
Circuit Court Judges ; the Circuit courts therefore, have no Chancery 
power. But this section further provided, by the second clause that un¬ 
til the establishment of Courts of equity the equity jurisdiction shall be 
vested in the J udges of the several Circuit courts, respectively. This 
clause of the eighth section of the fifth article is the only authority in the 
Constitution for the exercise by the Circuit Courts of Circuit J udges of 
equitable jurisdiction ; but this clause limits the exercise of this jurisdic¬ 
tion by these courts within a certain time, to wit; until the establishment 
of Chancery courts. As soon as these shall be established, the Chancery 
jurisdiction of the State is at once, by virtue of this section of the Con¬ 
stitution, divested out of the Circuit J udges, and becomes vested in the 
Chancery courts. After this, the Circuit J udges cannot exercise Chan¬ 
cery powers, because these powers, not being inherent in a common 
law court cannot attach to the Circuit Court, except by express word 
of the Constitution, which vests these powers in the Circuit J udges, 
limits these powers to the happening of a certan event, which has oc¬ 
curred. And as there is nothing in the Constitution which necessarily 
intends that Circuit Courts or Circuit J udges shall have Chancery pow¬ 
ers, except that of granting injunctions, after Chancery courts shall be 
established it is very clear Circuit Courts or Circuit J udges cannot exer¬ 
cise Chancery powers under the Constitution since Chancery courts have 
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been established, unless the Constitution vests in the Legislature the 
power of deciding what courts shall exercise these powers. The second 
clause of section eight, article five, of the Constitution, vests the equity 
jurisdiction, until the establishment of Chancery courts in the Circuit 
J udges— not in the Circuit Courts— showing clearly that the Constitution 
never contemplated the vesting of equity powers in the Circuit Courts, 
but that it intended to vest them in the Circuit J udge for a temporary 
period only. 

Section eleven, article five, of the Constitution, provides that Judges 
of the Supreme and Circuit courts, and courts of Chancery shall, at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation which shall be fixed by 
law, and shall not be diminished during their continuance in office. The 
first and eighth section of this article provides for the permanent esta¬ 
blishment of the Supreme Court, Circuit Courts, Chancery Courts, and 
the eleventh section makes provision for their permanent confirmation. 

The authority granted to the Legislature by the constitution over the subject 
of courts of chancery of general jurisdiction was exhausted by the establishment 
of courts of chancery ; for it is certain that the constitution intends the chancery 
jurisdiction to form a permanent part of our jurisprudence. It contemplated this 
and intended that courts of chancery should be established to exercise their ju¬ 
risdiction in the circuit judges only, until the chancery courts should be estab¬ 
lished, at which time it would vest at once and forever in the chancery courts. 

Neither this section nor any other part of the constitution gives to the Legis¬ 
lature, any discretion as to the courts which should exercise the general equity 
jurisdiction. The constitution itself provides what courts shall exercise the ju¬ 
risdiction. It provides for the permanent arrangement, it makes provision for the tem¬ 
porary exercise of the jurisdiction. The constitution designates the places where 
the chancery powers should vest; first, temporarily, and next, permanently. If 
it were necessary to add any thing to this argument, it may be strengthened by 
reference to the last clause in 8th section, 5th article of the constitution, which 
provides that the judges of the circuit courts may have power to issue writs of 
injunction, returnable into the courts of chancery. I s it not clear from this 
clause the constitution intends that after the establishment of courts of chancery, 
the circuit judges shall not exercise chancery powers generally. And is it not 
equally clear the convention which framed the constitution, supposed the consti¬ 
tution without this proviso, would not authorise the Legislature to vest any chan¬ 
cery powers in the circuit courts or the judges thereof. 

If the Legislature under other parts of the constitution, and without reference 
to this clause, would possess the power to give to the circuit courts or the judges 
thereof, any chancery jurisdiction, is it not almost certain the convention would 
have left it to the discretion of the Legislature to decide whether circuit court 
judges should possess the power of granting injunctions, why should this clause 
have been inserted, unless the legislature deemed it important for the circuit jud¬ 
ges to posses the power to grant injunctions ; and yet suppose no other part of 
the constitution would authorise such power to be conferred on them it would be 
no answer to this to say, that so long as chancery courts should exist, the circuit 
judges could not be empowered by the Legislature to exercise any chancery 
powers as by virtue of constitutional provision that chancery courts should be 
established, the whole equity jurisdiction of the State would at once vest in the 
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chancery courts where it would remain so long as the courts should exist, but 
that this does not restrain the Legislature for abolishing chancery courts at its 
pleasure ; for if the Legislature have a discretion as to the court which shall ex¬ 
ercise chancery powers then it may partition the jurisdiction out amongest the 
several courts authorised by the constitution, and it might well give the circuit 
judges the power of issuing injunctions. 

The 8th section 5th article of the constitution does not vest the chancery pow¬ 
ers in the circuit courts after establishment of chancery courts, nor does any other 
provision of the constitution vest the power in the circuit courts, or leave it dis¬ 
cretionary with the Legislature to vest these powers in any court it may deem 
proper— the constitution has directed what courts shall exercise chancery 
jurisdiction. 

Section 8, article 5th of the constitution means simply and merely these things 
that the Legislature must establish courts of chancery, which when established, 
shall have all the chancery powers ; that this court of chancery shall be a per¬ 
manent part of our jurisprudence ; that until the chancery courts shall be estab¬ 
lished, the circuit judges shall possess all the chancery powers ; that as soon as 
the chancery courts shall be established, the circuit courts shall cease to exer¬ 
cise chancery powers. But as it is important for the judges of the circuit courts 
to have the power of granting injunctions after the chancery courts are estab¬ 
lished, and as no other part of the constitution vests the power in these judges 
or in the circuit courts, or gives the discretion to the Legislature of conferring 
the power on these judges or circuit courts, therefore the last clause of this sec¬ 
tion was inserted. 

This section of the constitution must be thus expounded whether its language 
be construed according to its literal or the rational mode of construction. 

But if there were no objections to the bill founded on its unconstitutionality, 
the committee are clearly of the opinion that it would be highly inexpedient to 
pass it. The chancery jurisdiction is either important or unimportant to the peo¬ 
ple of the State. If it is unimportant, abolish it wholly. If it if important then 
surely it ought to be exercised most beneficially for the people by that tribunal 
where the great objects of the jurisdiction may with the nearest approach to cer¬ 
tainty be obtained. Then is the jurisdiction important, and if it be important 
where can it be vested most be eficially for the people. 

Chancery business constitutes a most important part of our jurisprudence. If 
a deed for lands be obtained by fraud, the grantor must resort to a court of equi¬ 
ty to have the deed set aside before he can recover his land. If property, real 
or personal be conveyed to one party for the benefit of another, the party for 
whose benfit the deed was made can assert his claims to the property, or the 
proceeds thereof by bill in chancery only ; if the probate of a will be obtained 
fraudulently, the most effectual remedy which the heirs have is a bill in chance¬ 
ry ; if there are numerous and complicated business transactions between parties 
which they cannot amicably adjust their only remedy may be by bill in chan¬ 
cery ; if partners cannot amicably adjust their partnership accounts, their only 
remedy is by bill in chancery. If a party fraudulently convey his property to 
defeat his creditors, the most effectual remedy for his creditors is by bill in equi¬ 
ty ; in many cases of the settlement of the estates of deceased persons, justice 
cannot be done to all the parties intererted in the estate except by the court of 
chancery ; in a few words in cases of accident, mistake, fraud trust, in cases 
where the rights of the weak, defenceless and oppressed, of the widow and her 
who is worse off than the widow, the wife of the worthless or bad ; of the orphan, 
of the lunatic, courts of chancery only can afford adequate protection. 
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A very considerable portion of the property of the country passes in a 
few years through the Court of Chancery, then this jurisdiction is very 
important, and the second question arises where can the jurisdiction be 
vested most beneficially for the people, in the Circuit Courts of Chance¬ 
ry? Every lawyer of much practice or experience in the courts, and cer¬ 
tainly such persons are best fitted to decide this question must say that 
the separate court of Chancery is the only court where the jurisdiction 
can be vested so as to secure its prompt and efficient exercise. This ari¬ 
ses from the amount of chancery business done in the Circuit Courts after 
the J udges and the members of the Bar have been laboriously engaged 
for some two or three weeks in the despatch of common law business dif¬ 
fers so much, that whenever the two jurisdictions are united in the same 
tribunal the chancery business is certain to be postponed and neglected ; 
parties litigant and witnesses eager for the trial. The fact that where a 
common law case is taken up for trail it will be finally disposed of and 
require no further action by that court, unless the judgment should be re¬ 
versed and the case sent back sufficiently accounts for the neglect, but 
whatever causes produce the neglect or postponement, they are unavoid¬ 
able in their operation where the two jurisdictions are united in the same 
tribunal and certainly it is the duty of the Legislature to recognize the 
existence of these causes and to act accordingly. 

It is no answer to this argument to say that they should not operate, 
and that the courts or the lawyers are responsible for the postponement. 
The question whether or no they should operate is wholly immaterial 
when it is ascertained they do not fail invariably to operate the action of 
the Legislature, the action of the Legislature should then be regulated by 
the fact of the invariable operation of those causes. 

Your committee have taken some pains to learn the number of suits 
pending in Montgomery Chancery Court, and the length of time the 
court usually sets, the number of suits is—and the court usually sets 
about—days twice a year. Now suppose the chancery business for 
Montgomery county were ruled in the Circuit Court would—days of 
each term to the despatch of chancery business and unless it did, would 
not the chancery business e neglected, and if neglected, would not great 
injustice be done the suitors in Chancery? 

It is well known that professional men are advanced to the Circuit 
Court Bench, who know little about the chancery law, after their elec¬ 
tion to the Bench they cease to read, and if the equitable and common 
law jurisdiction were united in the Circuit Courts, the small amount of 
chancery business which would be done in these courts would not ena¬ 
ble such J udges to learn anything about the chancery practice in fact 
men are often on the Circuit Court bench who could not be got to bring 
an important chancery suit, they would resort to every expedient to a- 
void bringing such causes. 

For these reasons your Committee are constrained to report against 
the expediency of said bill.

And be it further enacted, That said commissioners shall have full 
power to make and execute all deeds for all lands heretofore sold by the 
aforesaid commissioners and trustees, which shall vest in the purchaser 
the same title as if executed by all said commissioners and trustees while 
in office. 

The said amendment was adopted. 

Mr Scott moved to amend as follows : 

And be it further enacted, That the said commissioners and trustees 
shall cause the assistant commissioners of the State Bank and Branches 
to make out a list, in well bound books to be prepared for that purpose, 
of all such judgments due the said Banks, with the credits, as are, in 
their opinion, worthless ; which list shall contain the names, maturity, 
and amount of the notes or bills upon which said judgments were ren¬ 
dered. And also the names as parties in the judgements, with the bill of 
costs on each. Said list shall distinctly set forth all such judgments, and 
to be arranged by counties where the defendants reside. Which list 
thus prepared shall be submitted to the inspection of the Commissioners' 
Court of the respective counties where the defendants reside ; and if a 
majority of said court shall certify their concurrence in opinion with the 
assistant commissioners, as aforesaid, as to the character of said judg¬ 
ments, then it shall be the duty of said assistant commissioners of said 
Banks to forward such judgments as said Commissioners' Court shall 
pronounce bad and worthless, to the agents of the respective counties 
where the debtors reside. And the said agents for the respective cun- 
ties, as aforesaid, shall advertise, for the space of thirty days, in the 
newspaper that may have th largest circulation in the counties where 
the said debtors reside, to receive sealed proposals, postage paid, for 
each of the judgments so advertise ; and the person or persons who 
shall offer the highest amount in cash for the same shall be the pur¬ 
chaser : Provided, that the taxed cost shall be the minimum price of sale. 

And be it further enacted, That each of the assistant commissioners 
of said Banks shall have power, by virtue of this act, to affix the seal of 
the corporation, and sign his official signature to said assignment of 
judgment as may be necessary to be executed to the respective pur¬ 
chasers. Such assignments shall in all cases provide that the Banks 
shall, in no instance or result, be held liable to the assignees of said judg¬ 
ments ; and from and after the making of said assignment, the Bank or 
Banks shall not, in any wise, be held liable to any person or persons 
whatever for any damage, cost or expenses growing out of, or arising 
from said judgment, or nay proceeding therein. 

Mr Wynn moved to refer the bill and amendments to a select com¬ 
mittee of five, with instructions to report on to-morrow. 

Which motion was lost. 

And the House adjourned until to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock.

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

The bill from the Senate to provide for the appointment of Inspectors 
and a Physician of the Penitentiary, was read the second time. 

Mr Brantley moved to amend as follows : 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert" That the Warden 
of the Penitentiary be entitled to vote with the Inspectors for Physicians 
to the Penitentiary." 
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Said motion was lost. 

Mr Wyeth moved to amend the bill, by striking out the second section 
thereof. Said motion was lost. 

Mr Johnston, of Pickens, moved to amend the bill by inserting "and 
Physician" after "Inspectors," in the first section. 

Said motion was lost. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Johnston, of Pickens, from the select committee, to whom was re¬ 
ferred joint resolutions from the Senate, respecting defaulters to the 
State, reported a substitute in lieu of the original. 

The substitute was adopted, and the resolutions, as amended, were 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr Scott, the further consideration of the bill to establish 
the Planters' Miners' and Manufacturers' bank was postponed until 
Monday next, at 11 o'clock, and made the special order for the hour of 
11 o'clock A. M. of said day. 

The House then proceeded to the consideration of the bill to reform 
the evils arising from local legislation. 

Mr Walker, of Mobile, moved to amend the bill, as follows : Add the 
following proviso to the first section, to wit: 

Provided that no precinct shall be established or abolished, except 
upon the petition of the majority of the voters of such precinct. 

Sec 1. And be it further enacted, That the boards of Commissioners 
of Revenue and Roads in the several counties in this State, be and they 
are hereby invested with all the powers heretofore exercised by the 
Legislature over roads, bridges and ferries, the erection of mills and mill 
dams, and the declaring creeks, and other water courses, within their 
respective counties, navigable streams. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever, in the opinion of 
the Commissioners of Revenue and Roads, for any county in this State, 
it may be necessary to levy such tax: Provided, such tax shall not ex¬ 
ceed one hundred per cent on the State tax: And provided, further, 
that the Legislature may at any time abolish such tax. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Commissioners of Reve¬ 
nue and Roads, in the several counties of this State, shall have power to 
change the times of holding their said Commissioners' Courts whenever, 
in their judgment, the public convenience demands it. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That whenever at least one fourth 
of the legal voters of any county, in this State shall desire a removal of 
the seat of justice of said county, and shall present a petition to the Com¬ 
missioners of Revenue and Roads of said county, praying for such remo¬ 
val, it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to appoint the required 
number of discreet persons as commissioners ; who shall have the powers 
hereinafter mentioned. The said commissioners, or a majority of them, 
after being duly sword faithfully to perform the several duties prescribed 
to them by the several provisions of this act, shall, after giving at least 
thirty days notice, cause to be opened a poll, for the purpose of ascer- 
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taining the sense of the people of said county in relation to the remova- 
of the seat of justice therein. Said poll shall be opened at each election 
precinct in said county, and shall be, conducted by managers appointed 
by said commissioners, in the same manner, and under the same rules 
and regulations, as are required to be observed in the election of mem¬ 
bers of the General Assembly. All persons voting at said election, who 
may be in favor of said removal, shall write on their tickets the word 
"removal," and those of a contrary opinion shall write on their tickets 
"no removal." And all votes given at said election shall be counted out 
and returned by the managers to the said commissioners, who shall count 
out all the votes so given, and shall proclaim the result: Provided, such 
persons only shall be entitled to vote at such election as are by law enti¬ 
tled to vote for members of the Legislature. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That if, at any election to be held 
according to the section last preceding this, a majority of votes shall be 
given against removal, then the seat of justice for said county shall con¬ 
tinue at its then location ; but if a majority of votes shall be given in fa¬ 
vor of removal, then it shall be the duty of the commissioners authorized 
to be appointed under the preceding section of this act to put in nomina¬ 
tion two or more places, as near the centre of said county as practicable, 
and as in their opinion the interests of said county may require, to be 
voted for as the future seat of justice for said county. And it shall be 
the duty of said commissioners, as soon as they put places in nominations, 
to order an election by the voters of said county qualified to vote to be 
held by the sheriff of said county; whose duty it shall be to advertise 
the same in some newspaper published in said county, and by notices 
posted up at the door of the Court House, and such other public places 
as may be deemed necessary, to give as above required at least thir¬ 
ty days before said election is to take place, said election shall be held 
at the election precincts in said county, by the sheriff, in precisely the 
same manner, and under the same rules and regulations, as are now re¬ 
quired to be observed in the election of members of the General Assem¬ 
bly: and either of the places put in nomination, as above required, re¬ 
ceiving the highest number of votes, shall be the seat of justice for said 
county: Provided, that until a suitable Jail and Court House be erected 
and provided at the place so selected, the seat of justice shall continue, 
and the court of said county be held, at the former seat of justice. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the judges of the Circuit 
and County Courts in this State shall have power to require the clerks 
of their respective courts to keep reversed indexes, whenever, in their 
judgment, it may be necessary. 

Sec. 7. And be if further enacted. That in all cases where under the exist¬ 
ing laws, the interference of the Legislature is necessary to legalize marriages 
that have been solemnized, the J udges of the circuit courts shall have full power 
to act. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That whenever it shall become necessary 
o form a new regiment, it shall be the duty of the officers of the regiment or 
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regiments from which said new regiment is to be, formed, to hold a court of en¬ 
quiry for the purpose of establishing the boundaries of and otherwise organizing 
said new regiment, and they shall certify their proceedings to the adjutant gene¬ 
ral, who shall number the regiment thus formed in order of time of its organiza¬ 
tion, and make known to the brigadier general of the brigade to which the new 
regiment may belong, and the brigadier general shall order an election for a 
commandant of said regiment in the manner now prescribed, by law: 

The proviso to the forgoing amendment was adopted,

charge, the consideration demanded by their importance, have instructed me to 

REPORT : 

The indebtedness of the State consists of her bonds issued for banking pur¬ 
poses, and the several trust funds held by her: and agreeable to official documents 
submitted to the present General Assembly is made up of the items and amounts 
exhibited in the following tabular statement which will also shew the rate of 
interest, and the time of payment of each debt.

From this it will be seen that the entire public debt of the State, exclusive of 
the six hundred thousand dollars of bonds issued to take the State's two-fifths of 
the capital stock of the Bank of Mobile, the interest on which is provided for by 
that Bank, amounts to eleven millions, one hundred and fifty-five thousand, four 
hundred and ninety eight dollars and seventy-one cents ; and an annual interest 
thereon, of five hundred and sixty-eight thousand, nine hundred and twenty-six 
dollars and thirty cents. To meet which debt and interest, the report of the 
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Commissioners to settle the affairs of the State Bank and Branches, shews assets, 
present and prospective, as follows, to-wit:

Estimated amount likely to be realized from re¬ 
maining debts and property of the Banks, $2,2000,000 00 
From which deduct the out-standing circulation 
of the Banks estimated by the Commiss-

Which shews a balance of the prospective, assets 

of the Banks of only, 1,742,823 00 

And from the cash balance on hand at the date of the Commissioners' Report, 
should be deducted the sum of one million and fifteen thousand, eight hundred 
and fifty-six dollars and thirty-six cents, due the several townships for moneys 
collected from the sale of their respective sixteenth Sections, by the State Bank 
and Branches ; which amount, by the second section of the act of the 4th of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1846, is required to be retained on hand. Thus leaving no means to be 
applied to the extinguishment of the principal of the State debt, except what may 
be hereafter realized from the remaining assets of the Banks, as shewn above. 

Until this amount shall be more definitely ascertained, and it be known what 
will be the probable balance thereof, after the redemption of the outstanding cir¬ 
culation of the Banks, the amount of which they apprehend has been underrated, 
your committee would not recommend any specific application or appropriation 
of the same. 

The subject of raising a future revenue for the State, has presented many em¬ 
barrassing and perplexing problems for the solution of the Committee. The 
want of the necessary data and estimates usually furnished to other Legislative 
assemblies, by a proper and competent officer upon whom by law, this high duty 
is devolved, has not only protracted their labors, but in frequent instances has 
embarrassed their conclusions. 

The meagre and unsatisfactory statistics, obtained after much delay, as well 
as past personal observation, must make it obvious to all that the operation of the 
present system of levying and collecting the revenue of the State, is most unequal 
and inefficient. Under it the tax payer is assessed neither in proportion to his 
property nor the protection he receives from his government, or the advantages 
he enjoys under it. There is now neither a fair equality or just discrimination 
in the mode of assessment, nor regularity or certainty in the collection of the 
revenue. 

Your Committee have thought the reformation of these evils, in such manner 
as to bring about a more equal and equitable distribution of the burdens of tax¬ 
ation one of their chief duties ; and as the most practical means of accomplish¬ 
ing this end, they have, as will appear from the accompanying bill, undertaken 
the arduous and responsible task of remodelling the whole system of levying and 
collecting the revenue, and as far as the nature and character of the object 
taxed, would admit, on the ad valorem principle ; which they trust will insure a 
more equal and impartial assessment, greater certainty in the collection, and a 
more general diffusion and consequent equalization of the burdens of taxation. 

How far the plan submitted may answer the end proposed, the test of time alone 
can satisfactorily determine. The Committtee are not so sanguine as to believe 
the bill presented will prove a panacea for all the defects and evils growing out 
of the present tax laws ; they flatter themselves, however, it will e a ground 
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work on which the experience of future legislatures will build a more perfect 
system of revenue—a system that will meet the great ends of taxation, equality 
in its impositions and regularity and certainty in its collections. 

The State having so recently returned to the imposition of a State tax 
and our present mode of assessment and collection being so crude and 
uncertain as to furnish no reliable data upon which to base an estimate 
of the amount of value of taxable property either under the existing 
system, or the provisions of the bill reported, your committee have not 
ventured to present an estimate of what will be the probable amount of 
taxes the bill will yield. The tax on some items has been increased on 
others diminished. The committee have not calculated on a very heavy 
increase upon the present amount of revenue from any direct increase of 
the rate of taxation. Whatever increase there may be will arise from 
an extension of the list of taxable property, a more certain assessment of 
that which is taxed, and the enhanced value of property under an ad 
valorem assessment, than any direct increase of former rates of taxation 
for to equalize those we have had both to diminish and increase. Your 
committee in view of the present depressed price of the great staple of 
the State, have not thought it necessary or expedient to resort to a hea¬ 
vier tax than is proposed in the bill reported. I n the event of any defi¬ 
ciency in the amount raised to pay the current expenses of the Govern¬ 
ment and the interest on the public debt, such deficiency can be sup¬ 
plied as heretofore, as no error )should the apprehensions of the commit¬ 
tee in that respect prove true) in the circulation account of the Banks, 
can absorb any considerable portion of their remaining assetts. 

Among other references to your committee, is a memorial, dated Lon¬ 
don, October 4, 1847, purporting to be from " holders of bonds of the 
State of Alabama"— who represent they are induced to address" this 
General Assembly " in consequence of statements which have appeared 
in several of the public journal of the United States, wherein it is assert¬ 
ed that provision has not been made for the continuance of the payment 
of the interest upon the bonds" The memorialists refer in terms of 
high commendation to the previous course of our State, in having "al¬ 
ways distinctly expressed its acknowledgement of the obligation of its 
debt, and punctually provided for the payment of the interest as it be¬ 
came due, during the period of commercial pressure when some of the 
other States of the Union were for a time obliged to suspend their pay¬ 
ments." And they express "their reliance on the good faith of the State 
of Alabama, of which they have experienced the exercise until the pre¬ 
sent time.” All these flattering declarations of reliance and confidence 
are but equivocal commendations. They are but the prelude to matters 
of ulterior and paramount consideration to these "holders of bonds," as 
is evinced by their subsequent suggestion that the depression in the 
present market value of the bonds of the State of Alabama is chiefly 
owing to the doubt entertained as to the continuance of the regular pay¬ 
ment of the interest as it accrues, in consequence of the constantly dimin¬ 
ishing fund of the bank assetts, and the omission on the part of the Le¬ 
gislature of the State hitherto to make a full provision for the interest,

and a sinking fund for the redemption of the principal,” and by their in- 
timaiton that they "will not be unwilling to continue to hold them (the 
bonds) beyond the periods now fixed for their redemption, while they 
retain confidence in the regular payment of the interest.” Have these 
bond holders yet to learn, that the bonds they old are renewable at the 
pleasure of the State of Alabama, so long as the interest is regularly 
paid as it accrues ; and that this is in reality all that the State ever un¬ 
dertook to pay. Whether she ever pays the principal is purely a ques¬ 
tion of policy and convenience, to be determined without reference to 
what may be said in public journals, at home or abroad, or to the doubts 
and fears of the holders of her bonds. We regret therefore, that under 
this state of facts, the memorialists should so far have forgotten that 
comity due from creditor to debtor, as to have ventured to prescribe to 
this General Assembly what provisions should be made for the payment 
of either the principal or interest of our bonds. 

To avoid further delay in getting the "Bill reported" before the House 
in a shape to receive its action, the committee have ventured to report 
it, wanting several additional sections to complete its details ; which 
they ask leave to add before the bill shall come up for consideration, and 
to have the same take their proper place in the bill. 

The said bill was read, and on motion of Mr Scott, the report and bill 
were laid on the table, and three hundred copies of the bill, and two 
thousand copies of the report, were ordered to be printed. 

The House then resumed the special order of the afternoon, it being 
the joint resolutions in reference to the Wilmot Proviso, &c.

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Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, Should the fund arising from the 
tax aforesaid exceed what may be necessary for the payment of Report¬ 
er, as above provided for, the said J udge shall apply the residue to the 
purchase of books for the use of the Supreme Court Library, under such 
rules and regulations as the said J udge may direct. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to alter or change any of the laws now in force in regard to 
the printing, publishing and selling the reports of said Courts.

It is understood that the Commissioners in some of the townships have 
retained the notes received in payment of sixteenth sections in their own 
hands, under the authority of what law your committee are unable to 
save. It is thought the amount so held is not less than $12,000. It has 
come to the knowledge of your committee that a considerable sum has 
bee retained in the hands of the Commissioners in one of the townships, 
under an act passed at an early day in the history of the State. As the 
conditions of the act under which the fund has been hitherto held have 
long since failed, it is thought safe to recommend that this fund be sub¬ 
jected to such general law as the Legislature may pass on the subject of 
the sixteenth section fund. Your committee have no money of ??????? 
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how many similar instances of the retention of such money exist in the 
State. Among the various schemes that have been proposed for the 
farther management and preservation of the sixteenth section fund, the 
majority of your committee recommend to the favorable consideration of 
the Legislature, the plan which proposes to fund the debt, and recom¬ 
mend that whatever amounts have heretofore been realized or may here¬ 
after be realized from the sale of sixteenth section may without excep¬ 
tion, be subjected to the provisions of the general act. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The undersigned having on the 11th instant voted for certain resolutions on 
the subject of the Wilmot Proviso, and concerning certain acts of the slave¬ 
holding States alluded to therein, and some of us on a previous day of this ses¬ 
sion having voted to strike out the 8th resolution, avail ourselves of our consti¬ 
tutional right to spread upon the journal of the House, as well for the votes we 
gave as dissenting from the 8th of said resolutions of which we cannot and do 
not approve. 

In that resolution the position is assumed, that as some of the non-slave holding 
States have violated and disregarded the constitutional compact of these United 
States in certain particulars, thereby attempting to affect the constitutional rights 
of the slave-holding States that Alabama, as one of these latter States, would 
be justified before the world and in the forum of conscience in disregarding the 
compact so far as regards the rights and privileges of the citizens of said non¬ 
slave-holding States within the limits of this State. Or in other words, because 
other States have violated the constitution of the United States; we would be 
justified before the world and in the forum of conscience in doing the same 
thing, and that too, in our official capacity as representatives, who have taken a 
solemn oath to support that sacred instrument. 

So far from entertaining or approving such doctrine, we hold that the consti¬ 
tution of the United States is the sheet anchor of our public liberties, and that 
that instrument ought to be held more sacred than life itself, and whenever the 
time arrives that it is to be disregarded, and with impunity trodden under foot, 
the sun of the liberties of this nation is set, and that the best mode of protecting 
our rights and perpetuating this Union is not to sanction a violation of that sa¬ 
cred instrument, by others, and to be carful not to violate it ourselves, but to 
stand by it as our safe guard—our last hope.

That said committee enquire into the expediency of repealing the law 
aginst usery so far as said fund is concerned, and report such other and further 
regulations and restrictions concerning the management of said fund as may in 
their judgment tend to secure the same on the plan herein proposed, or some 
other similar thereto.

The Undersigned, having a few days ago voted against the passage through 
this House of the resolutions denominated the anti-Wilmot proviso resolutions 
begs leave of the House to put upon the journals the following explanation of 
that vote. 

For the 1st, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th 
and 14th resolutions, in the shape they passed, he could have cordially 
voted. It is true he voted against the 13th resolution as it came from 
the hands of the committee, but after the motion was made by the gen¬ 
tleman from Mobile (Mr Walker,) to strike our the 13th and insert in lieu 
thereof the resolution which was adopted, his only objections were at 
once removed so far as the 13th was concerned. 

Th 8th resolution upon its face sought to justify the State in its sove- 
regin capacity in violating in direct terms the Federal Constitution. A 
due and solemn regard for the oath he had taken as a member of this 
body, impelled him to vote against this resolution, therefore, the objections 
to the 8th resolution in his opinion, involving constitutional grounds to 
plain and palpable to ve misunderstood, impelled him not only to vote 
against this resolution, but against the whole of them. When on their 
final passage as a whole, the latter half them of the 8th resolution consti¬ 
tutes the entire ground of objection which he had to the resolutions.

The undersigned who voted in the minority against laying upon the 
table a bill to exempt slaves from execution in certain cases under certain 
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restrictions, submit the following protest assigning their reasons for their 
vote on said bill. 

The member who introduced this bill was anxious to express his views 
in favor of its passage, and by the votes of this House the merits of a bill 
cannot be discussed upon a motion to lay upon the table. 

Now the undersigned were opposed to the passage of this bill, and 
would have voted against it on its passage, but they thought it due to the 
member who offered the bill that he should be permitted to address the 
House upon the merits of his proposition. For these reasons, the un¬ 
dersigned voted against laying the bill upon the table.

examine and inspect each and every bolt of bagging and coil of rope so 
imported, and mark on the same " inspected,” his name and on each 
bolt of bagging the number of yards therein contained and on each coil 
of rope the number of pounds weight of the same ; and for so doing, the 
Inspector shall be entitled to receive from the person or persons holding 
the said bagging and rope, ten cents for inspecting each and every bolt 
of bagging, and five cents for inspecting each and every coil of rope: 
Provided. That if any bagging and rope shall have been inspected in 
any county of the State, it shall not be subject to inspection in any other 
county. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, That all sales of bagging and rope 
shall be understood to be made according to the marks so placed as re¬ 
quired in the preceding section by the I nspector aforesaid, and each and 
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every person who shall offer for sale any rope and bagging without the 
same having been first inspected & markets as herein required, shall forfeit 
the rope and bagging or either so offered for sale, and the same shall be 
sold by the Sheriff of the county as personal property is sold under exe¬ 
cution, and after paving the inspector so much as he would have been 
entitled to, glad the rope and bagging forfeited been inspected, and de¬ 
ducting costs and expenses pay over one half of the proceeds of the 
sale to the Treasury of the State, and the other half to the informer, and 
in case from examination the I nspector find any bagging and rope fraud¬ 
ulently put up, and by this is meant gross inequity, between the interior 
and exterior portions of said bagging and rope, or package up of any other 
article other than rope and bagging as the case may be, of a quality cor¬ 
responding to the quantity which the exterior would warrant one ac¬ 
quainted with the article to expect, the same shall be marked condemned 
by the I nspector aforesaid, and shall be sold by the Sheriff as provided 
in the second section, and the proceeds, after deducting costs and expen¬ 
ses, and fees of the I nspector, be paid over to the owner. 

On motion of Mr Garrott, said amendment was laid on the table. 

The first amendment of the committee was concurred in. 

The House refused to concur in the second amendment—Yeas 26-

the Inspector to be appointed under this law, that there is a deficiency or 
falling off in the weight or measurement in all such cases, the person 
selling the rope and bagging shall make good said deficiency. 
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Which amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Hamilton moved to amend by striking out the 10th Section and 
inserting, that whenever any J udge of the County Court of any county 
of this State, other than Mobile, shall be informed that bagging and rope 
are sold in his county, he shall proceed to appoint an Inspector for his 
county, whose duties and liabilities shall be the same as provided in this 
act for the I nspectors of Mobile county. 

Provided, That all Bagging and Rope that may be inspected in one 
county, shall not be subject in any other county, and the penalty of the 
bond of the I nspectors under this section shall be fixed by the J udge ma¬ 
king the appointment. 

Which amendment was adopted. 

Mr J emison moved to amend by additional section as follows: 

Be it further enacted, That no Commission Merchant or other per¬ 
son shall collect, or receive from any planter or other person, any mo¬ 
ney for the storage of Cotton in the city of Mobile, or for damage of the 
Bagging and Rope of said Cotton, unless the Cotton on which the same 
is charged was actually stored in some building under cover for the time 
for which storage is charged. 

Which amendments was adopted. 

And the constitutional rule being suspended, the bill was read the 3d 
time and passed.—Yeas 62—Nays 15.

It is needless to direct the attention of the House to the onerous duties 
of our Clerks. That they must constantly be in attendance on the House 
during its sttings; and most commonly are, at such times, very laborious¬ 
ly and exhaustingly employed. Worn out, as they must be, unless they 
be supposed to be more than human, by the constant application and ex¬ 
ertion of the day, after the adjournment of the House, amidst the con¬ 
stant interruptions of this member, who must have a bill handed up, and 
that one, who must have the J ournal overhauled, to hunt a vote or a 
committee, and a thousand other such applications, no one of whom will 
take a denial, they must apply themselves to the task of righting up their 
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papers, often consisting of numerous bills and reports acted upon by the 
House during the sitting, and bringing up the J ournal, and enrolling the 
bills, some single amount of which would be considered a very good 
day's work, considering the premises, which are matters of observation 
and reflection for the members, the amount of labor performed by our 
Clerks is matter of astonishment. 

Under these circumstances, and following a long established prece¬ 
dent, assistant clerks sufficient, and no more than were deemed necessary 
to the exigency, have been employed, without a previous formal resolu¬ 
tion of the House. 

It appears, and is believed, that extra assistance has been employed 
at a much later period of the session, than at any previous Legislature 
for several years past. 

The committee have instructed me to report the resolution back, with 
amendments, and recommend its adoption. 

Amend, by striking out, in the fourth line, the word "five" and insert 
"four.” 

Amend, by adding at the end the following:

Mr Young, from the committee on the Sixteenth Section Fund, to 
whom was referred the bill to authorize the Governor of the State of 
Alabama to purchase bonds for certain purposes, reported that it was 
inexpedient to legislate on the subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Miles Gayle, and others, reported that it was inexpedient to legis¬ 
late on the subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of sundry citizens of township three, range four, west, in the coun¬ 
ty of Limestone, reported that so far as it was expedient to legislate on 
the subject, it was introduced in a general law. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of certain citizens in relation to township nine, rage eighteen, re¬ 
ported that so far as it was expedient to legislate on the subject, it was 
embraced in a general law. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr. Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of sundry citizens, in relation to township sixteen, range twenty- 
eight in the county of Russell, reported that it was inexpedient to legis¬ 
late on the subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the reso¬ 
lution instructing said committee to enquire into the expediency of pass¬ 
ing a law designating some one to sustain actions for trespass to thy ti¬ 
tles, or in cases of writs of ejectments, in favor of sixteenth sections. Also, 
to enquire whether the citizens of townships are competent for jurors of 
witnesses in any causes that may arise out of disputes concerning six¬ 
teenth sections: Reported, that the first branch of the subject was em- 
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braced in a general bill reported to the House, and that the latter branch 
belongs most properly to the judicial tribunals of the State. 

In which report the House concurred, 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of sundry citizens of township eighteen, and range one, west, of the 
county of Sumter, reported that it was inexpedient to legislate upon the 
subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Young, from the same committee, to whom was referred to bill 
for the encouragement of education, reported the same back, without 
amendment, and recommended it passage. 

I n which report the House concurred, and the bill was read the second 
time, and the constitutional rule being suspended, the bill was read the 
third time and passed. 

Mr Towles, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Uriel Collums, of section sixteen, township five, and range twen¬ 
ty two, of Coffee county, reported that it was inexpedient to legislate on 
the subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Towles, from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of Joseph Rice, and others', of township two, and range five, east, in 
the county of Madison, reported that it was inexpedient to legislate on 
the subject. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mrjemison, from the committee on Ways and Means, to whom were 
committed sundry memorials, resolutions and bills on various subject, 
reported, the committee instruct me to return all of said references, and 
to say, for the information of members who introduced or feel an inter¬ 
est in the same, that they have all been considered by the committee, 
and whether any of the same have been adopted or rejected will be seen 
by reference to the bill accompanying the report. 

On motion of Mr Ussery, so much of the report above as related to the 
bill regulating the tax upon retailers was laid upon the table, and the 
said bill was read the second time, and ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

Mr J emison, from the joint committee appointed on the part of the 
House, to act with a similar committee on the part of the Senate, to en¬ 
quire whether the President and Directors of the Montgomery and West 
Point Rail Road Company have complied with the condition of their 
bond requiring them to complete and put in operation their road to 
Auburn, in Macon county, within the time prescribed by the second 
section of an act relative to the two percent fund, approved the 23d day 
of January, 1845, reported as follows. 

That the second section of the act of 1845, loaning one half of the two 
per cent, fund to said Company required them to give bond to complete 
and put in operation their road to Auburn, in Macon county, on or be¬ 
fore the first day of J anuary, 1849. 

To enable your committee satisfactorily to ascertain whether or not 
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the condition of said bond had been complied with, the President of said 
Company, on Saturday, the 5th instant, kindly furnished them with an 
extra train of cars for said purpose ; and upon actual examination your 
committee find that the condition of said bond has been fully complied 
with, and long in advance of the stipulated time ; and your committee 
would add, that portion of the road which has been constructed with the 
moneys from the loan of said fund is of superb workmanship, and in ex¬ 
cellent condition.

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mrjemison, from the same committee, presented an invitation of the 
President of the Montgomery and West Point Rail Road Company to 
the House of Representatives, to designate some day, after Saturday 
next, on which it would suit the convenience of the members of the 
House to pass over said road, in an extra train of cars prepared for that 
occasion. 

Which invitation was accepted by the House, and Saturday, the 26th 
instant, was designated as the day. 

Mr Norman, from the committee on Education, made the following 
report. 

The committee on Education, to whom was referred that portion of 
the Governor's Message which related to education have considered the 
subject matter referred to them, and instruct me to report that they fully 
concur with His Excellency in the opinion that the cultivation of the 
minds of the citizens is one of the most important duties of the State. 

That the best possible security for the permanency and stability of re¬ 
publican institutions is the virtue and intelligence of the people, will be 
readily admitted by all; and that the surest and most efficient mode of 
securing that desirable end is to be found in a well regulated system of 
common schools will hardly be denied by any; but, with His Excellency, 
the committee believe it would not, at present, be wise to attempt the 
establishment of such a system. 

I n which report the House concurred. 

Mr Norman, from the committee on Education, to whom was referred 
a series of resolutions upon the subject of a system of common schools, 
with instruction to report a bill in conformity therewith, made the fol¬ 
lowing report 

The committee on Education, to whom was referred a series of resolu¬ 
tions upon the subject of a system of common schools in this State, have 
given to the subject their calm and deliberate consideration. The three 
first resolutions in the series are but the assertion of sentiments and opi¬ 
nions that have been familiar to the intelligent statesmen of this Republic 
and do not require investigation or action at the hands of the committee. 

The fourth resolution require the committee to inquire into the ex- 
pidency of raising, by taxation, a fund for the support of a system of 
common schools in this State. 
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The fifth resolution required the committee specially to direct their 
attention to the ascertainment of the probable means necessary to be 
raised to keep in operation this system, taking into the estimate the six¬ 
teenth section fund belonging to the various townships. And in the 
event that the requisite sum should be raised by taxation, the committee 
were instructed to apportion the sum thus raised among the various 
townships, so as to make the unproductive sixteenth sections as nearly 
equal to the productive as possible. 

The committee first directed their energies to the ascertainment of the proba- 
able amount necessary to put in operation and carry on successfully, a general 
and efficient system of common schools throughout the State. 

By an examination of the census of 1840, it was found forty-four thousand six 
hundred and five. Should these all be at school, it would require one thousand 
four hundred and eighty-seven schools of thirty schollars each. A competent 
teacher could perhaps not be obtained for a less salary than five hundred dollars. 
This would require an annual expenditure of seven hundred and forty-three 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

The interest on the sixteenth section fund is about one hundred and sixteen 
thousand dollars ; but many townships have an annual interest arising from the 
fund of more than five hundred dollars ; and there is no power in the Legisla¬ 
ture to take any portion of this fund, or the interest thereon, and apply it to other 
townships. So that the interest on the sixteenth section fund that could be made 
available for the purposes of a general system of schools, would perhaps not ex¬ 
ceed one hundred thousand dollars. The sum necessary to be raised by taxation 
un ler the esti ate, would be $643,500. 

But the committee supposed a fair estimate of the number of children of the 
proper age to be at school—all between the ages of eight and fifteen years—the 
estimated number between these ages, is 66, 613. These, divided into schools 
of thirty students each, would require two thousand two hundred and twenty 
teachers. At five hundred dollars each, these teachers would cost $1,100,000. 
Deduct the interest on the 16th section fund, say $100,000, and the sum to be 
supplied by taxation would be $1,000,000. 

If only one half of these children should be at school, it would require one 
thousand one hundred and ten teachers, at a c st of $555,000; deduct $100,000 
and there would remain to be supplied by taxation, $455,000 annually. If only 
half the children between the ages of ten and fifteen years should be at school 
it would require seven hundred and fifty-three teachers, at an annual cost of 
$371,500 ; deduct 100,000, it leaves $271,500 to be annually supplied by taxa¬ 
tion 

There are about 46,000 square miles in this State. This would make twelve 
hundred and seventy-seven townships. To have one school in each township 
w u d cost $638,500 ; deduct $100,000 and there would still reman $538,500 
to be raised annually be taxation. 

The committee have felt at every stage of their investigations, the difficulty of 
arriving at accurate and definite estimates as to the amount requisite for putting 
in opperation and carrying on a system of common schools that would afford the 
means of a thorough English education. Nothing short of an actual exper- 
ment will show the exact cost of such a system. But under no aspect in which 
the committee have viewed the subject, do they believe such a system could be 
put in operation and efficiently carried on with a less sum, to be raised by taxa¬ 
tion, than from $300,000 to $500,000 annually. 
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The committee believe that a system might be put in operation which would 
be of great and pretty general advantage for about half that amount. Such a 
system in understood to be an operation in some of the New England States, and 
is working well; that system is based upon the united action of the State and the 
people in the several School ditricts. The people of the several School districts 
pay one half of the salary of the Teacher, and the State pays the other half. Such 
a system could with the aid of the sixteenth section fund, it is thought, be carried 
on in this State with an annual tax of about $200,000. 

But, under the present embarrassments of the finances of the State, 
and a view of the heavy burthen of taxation likely to be imposed upon 
the people to meet the interest on the public debt, the committee are of 
opinion that this is not a propitious time to engage in such an undertaking; 
and while they admit and appreciate the importance of having the means 
of a good common school education placed within the reach of every 
child within the State, they are compelled by the force of surrounding 
circumstances, that such a scheme however important and desirable, 
would at present be impracticable. 

They, therefore, instruct me to report that it would be inexpedient at 
present to attempt to raise by taxation the amount necessa y to put in 
operation and carry on a system of common schools in the State. 

Mr Walker of Lauderdale, (Mr Crenshaw in the Chair) moved to dis¬ 
agree to said report. 

Mr. Perkins moved to lay the whole subject on the table, which motion 
prevailed—Yeas 45—Nays 34.

The committee on the Sixteenth Section Fund, to whom were referred 
sundry papers perporting to be a petitions of James Burns of Dale and 
Coffee counties, with various vouchers, have had the same under con¬ 
sideration, and find that the papers are defective, and that there are not 
enough found among them upon which to predicate action, and ask to be 
discharged from the further consideration of said papers. 

I n which report the House concurred. 
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Mr Forney from the committee on the Sixteenth Section Fund, to 
whom was referred the petition of sundry citizens of township 14, range 
24, in Macon county, reported a bill for the relief of T. V. Rutherford, 
and recommended its passage. 

I n which report the House concurred, and the bill was read the first 
time, and the constitutional rule being suspended, was read the second 
and third times and passed. 

Mr Walker of Mobile, from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom 
was referred a bill to provide for the amendment of the laws to bills of 
exception, reported a substitute therefor, and recommended its passage. 

I n which report the House concurred, and the bill was ordered to be 
engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Cooper from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill authorizing the appointment of a reporter of the decisions of 
the Supreme court, reported the same back with amendments and re¬ 
commended its passage. 

The House concurred in the report and amendments, and the bill was 
ordered to a third reading

the undersigned, I voted against the motion not because I concurred in 
the views taken by the committee, but because I had already moved to 
disagree to the report, and wished to take a direct vote on the subject.

Mr Garrott from the committee on the J udiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill from the Senate, to alter and amend the several acts prescri¬

Reported the same back with aments, and recommended is passage.

After words State Treasury, add these words "to be known and cal¬ 
led the educational fund, to be appropriated to purposes of general edu¬ 
cation is such manner as shall hereafter be directed by the General As- 
semby."

On motion of Mr Scott the communications were laid on the table. 
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Mr Scott from the same committee to whom was referred the bill from 
the Senate, regulating the charges of officers of the Banks of the State of 
Alabama, as attending witnesses. 

Reported a substitute therefor, the substitute was adopted and the bill 
ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Porter from the committee on I nternal I mprovements to whom 
was assigned the duty of enquiring into the solvency of the Bonds made 
by the Montgomery and West Point Rail road Company, for that por¬ 
tion of the two per cent fund loaned to them. 

Reported that one of said Bonds is for the sum of Twenty-nine thou¬ 
sand nine hundred dollars, signed by Thomas M Cowles, Clement Bil- 
lingslea, Green Wood and J ames A Ware, and that from the best infor¬ 
mation from disinterested persons, the parties to said bend are worth 
three hundred and ten thousand dollars, at a very moderate estimate of 
their property. 

That another Bond is for the Sum of Twenty-nine thousand one hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two dollars sixty-four cents, signed by Charles T. Pol¬ 
lard, Alfred v. Scott, William 0. Nixon, W. B. Scott, Thos. M. Cowles, 

Jesse P. Taylor, Samuel C. Oliver, and W. B. S. Gilmer, and that said 
parties from like information and estimate excluding their portions on 
other bonds, are worth four hundred and seventy thousand dollars. 

That another bond is for twenty-nine thousand two hundred dollars, 
signed by William Taylor, William D. Sanky, Michael Ellsberry, Wm. 

H Taylor, J esse P Taylor and Thomas B. Taylor and that from said 
like information, estimates and exclusions, said parties are worth three 
hundred and fifteen thousand dollars. 

That another Bond is for twenty nine thousand two hundred dollars, 
signed by Abner McGee, Thomas K Garrott, Samuel C Oliver, Abner 
F. McGee, J ames H. Smith and Robert J. Ware, and that said parties 
from similar information, estimates and exclusions, are worth four hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars. 

By which it will appear that the several Bonds to the State, amount¬ 
ing in the aggregate, to one hundred and sixteen thousand seven hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two dollars sixty-four cents; security to the sum of fif¬ 
teen hundred thousand dollars. 

All of which is respectfully submitted with a request that said com¬ 
mittee be discharged from the further consideration of the subject. 

Mr Porter from the same committee to whom was referred the com¬ 
munication from the Governor with certain documents relating to the 
two per cent fund, reported that legislative provision is now in progress, 
covering the same subject; the committee therefore asks to be dischar¬ 
ged &c. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Porter from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of citizens of Bibb, reported. 

A bill to amend an act approved 7th J anuary, 1835; said bill was read 
and the constitutional rule being suspended, was read the second and 
third times and passed. 
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Mr Porter from the same committee to whom was referred the bill 
for the improvement of the Tennessee River, reported the same back 
with amendments ; the amendments were concurred in and the bill order¬ 
ed to a third reading. 

Mr King from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to whom 
was referred the account of David W. Staples reported 

A bill for the relief of David W Staples. 

Said bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr King from the committee to whom was referred the bill for the relief of 
J ames M Gee reported back amended. 

The amendment was concurred in and the constitutional rule being suspended 
the bill was read the third time and passed. 

Mr King from the same committee to whom was referred the petition of John 
J enkins, reported a bill to enable J ohn J enkins of Wilcox to emancipate a slave 
named Sye. 

Said bill was read and on motion of Mr Crawford of Barbour laid on the table. 
Mr Norman from the committee on Education reported a bill to appropriate 
the proceeds of escheated property. 

Said bill was ordered to a second reading. 

The bill to establish and abolish certain election precincts was taken from 
the table and read the second time, and the constitutional rule being suspended 
was read the third time. 

Mr Crawford of Barbour moved the indefinite postponement of said bill. 

Which motion was lost and the bill passed. 

Mr King from the committee on Propositions and Grievances to whom was 
referred the bill for the relief of Lewis Adams reported the same back to the 
House. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Kennedy from the committee on Divorce and Alimony reported joint resolu¬ 
tions to sanction the divorce of Montfort S Street from his wife Eliza Ann Street. 

Said joint resolutions were read the first, second and third times, the consti¬ 
tutional rule being suspended, passed. 

Mr Crenshaw from the committee on the judiciary to whom was referred the 
bill to provide for the more efficient administration of justice, reported a substi¬ 
tute therefor. 

The substitute was adopted and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading.

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Lockwood from the committee on the judiciary to whom was referred the 
bill from the Senate to diminish the costs of suits, reported the same back with 
amendments. 

The amendments were concurred in and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Crenshaw from the committee on the judiciary to whom was referred the 
bill to suppress the evil practice of camp hunting in the county of Butler, re¬ 
ported a substitute to be entitled an act to authorize the issuance of attachments 
in certain cases. 

Mr Alldridge moved to amend as follows, Provided, that this act shall not ap¬ 
ply to the county of Blount. 

Said motion was lost. 

Mr Fleming moved to amend as follows : Provided, that the attachments so 
levied, shall not be levied on the dogs and guns of said camp hunters. 

Mr Alldridge moved to lay the bill and amendments on the table. 

Which motion was lost. 

Mr Fleming's amendment was lost. 

Mr Gunter moved the following amendment, which was adopted : 

And be it further enacted, That camp hunters shall be entitled to the same 
summary process for any injury that they may receive from any of the citizens of 
said counties. 

Mr Malone moved the following amendment, Provided, it shall not apply to 
the county of Washington. 

On motion of Mr Ussery said amendment was laid on the table. 

Mr King moved to lay the bill on the table—which motion was lost. 

Mr Malone moved the indefinite postponement of the bill. 

Which motion was lost. 

And the bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr Forney from the committee on the 16th section fund to whom was referred 
the petition of sundry citizens of Butler, reported that as far as expedient the 
objects of the petition are embraced in the general bill heretofore reported. 

Mr Forney from the same committee to whom was referred the petition of 
sundry citizens of Dallas, reported that the objects of the petition so far as expe¬ 
dient, were embraced in the general bill heretofore reported. 

Mr Bailey from the committee on the Military to whom was referred the bill 
from the Senate to prevent further loss and provide for the preservation of the 
public arms, reported the same back to the House. 

The constitutional rule being suspended, the bill was read the third time and 
passed. 

The bill from the Senate to confer certain powers on the administrators of 
J esse Beene, was taken from the message from the Senate, read the first time, 
and the constitutional rule being suspended, was read the third time and passed.

THURSDAY, February 24, 1848.

And be it further enacted, That the commissioners of the 
several townships in each county shall draw the interest so deposited in 
the County Treasury, to which their several sixteenth sections may be 
entitled, in the same manner as by law they are authorized to do from 
the State Bank and Branches. 

Which amendment was lost. 

Mr Ware moved to amend the bill , by way of engrossed ryder, as 
follows : 
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Provided, That such interest shall be so paid only when the inhabi¬ 
tants of the township, and then in no case shall the amount exceed the 
sum of fifty dollars each scholar per annum. 

Said ryder was read, and Mr Garrott moved to lay the same upon the 
table ; which motion was lost.

Resolved, That our first duty is allegiance to this State and we are bound by 
that allegiance to oppose in any and every mode any infringement of the rights 
of this State of its citizens. 

Resolved, That in the ownership of slaves we are not only exercising con- 
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stitutional but a humane and moral right, that we will allow no power under 
Heaven to dictate the terms by which we shall be deprived of this right, and 
that the exercise of such power either by the Federal Government or by any of 
the States we stand prepared to resist at any and at all hazards. 

Resolved, That this assembly cannot but consider the above mentioned acts 
as an open violation on the part of those States through their legislators of hos¬ 
tility against the rights of the slave States and against the Constitution of the 
United States, as containing guarantees for the protection of those rights. 

Mr Garrott in the chair decided that so much of the above amendments as 
are substantially the same with the said joint resolutions were out of order. 

From which decision Mr Walker of Mobile appealed.

The bill from the Senate, to incorporate the Alabama Mining Compa¬ 
ny, was read, and the constitutional rule being suspended, was read the 
second and third times forthwith, and passed. 

A bill from the Senate, to amend the laws in relation to free negroes 
brought by vessels into the bay of Mobile, was read the first time, and 
the constitutional rule being suspended, was read the second time. 

Mr Walker, of Mobile, moved to amend the bill as follows: 

After the word "security," in the eighth line of the fist section, insert 
the words "residing in the county of Mobile.” After the word "vessel," 
in the fourteenth line of the first section, insert the words "for any pur¬ 
pose." After the word "suit," in the twenty seventh line of the first 
section, add the following : "and all suits under this section shall be by 
motion of the Solicitor of the Circuit, before the Circuit Court, after three 
days notice to the principal, or any of the securities on said bonds." 

After the word "done,” in the next line to the last in the fourth section, 
insert the words "and on the failure or neglect so to provide, shall be 
proceeded against on the bond as prescribed in the first section. 

Strike out the word "else," in the same line, and insert "and.” 

Add the following additional sections. 

And be it further enacted, That if any master of any vessel, on his 
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arrival in the port of Mobile, fail to deliver, on oath, a complete and 
correct list of every person who arrived with him in said vessel, distinctly 
stating first, the names of his officers and crew ; the name of each pas¬ 
senger the color and sex of each passenger, and whether they be free 
or otherwise ; as required by the first section of the act entitled "an act 
the more effectually to prohibit free negroes and persons of color from 
entering into and remaining in this State,” approved the 4th of Decem¬ 
ber, 1841 ; said master shall be liable to indictment, and on conviction 
shall be fined not less than one thousand dollars, and in the event of the 
non-payment of the fine, shall be imprisoned six months in the county 
jail. And for every conviction under this section, the Solicitor shall be 
entitled to a fee of fifty dollars. 

And be it further enacted, That no free negro, or person of color 
who shall enter this State, on board of any vessel, as a cook, steward or 
mariner, or in any other employment on board of such vessel, and who 
shall be apprehended and confined by any sheriff, in pursuance of the 
provisions of this act, approved December 4, 1846, shall be entitled to a 
writ of habeas corpus, are hereby declared not to apply to any free ne¬ 
gro, or person of color, entering this State contrary to the provision of 
the act approved the 4th of December, 1841. 

Said amendments were adopted, and the constitutional rule being sus¬ 
pended, the bill was read the third time, and passed.

The undersigned, members of the House of Representatives from the county 
of Mobile, hereby enter their protest against certain features which the House 
refused to strike from the act entitled an act to provide from the assessment and 
collection of taxes, and desire this their protest may be spread upon the journals 
of the House. 

They protest against the 83d section of said act, because the believe the same 
inquisitorial in its operations, requiring the citizen to expose his private affairs 
to the public gaze. 

They believe it to be impolitic, as tending to discourage the introduction of 
capital among us from abroad, and tending to cripple the business energy and 
commercial activity of this State. 

They protest against the sections numbered 87 to 93 inclusive, because they 
incline to believe the said sections are in violation of the federal constitution, 
inasmuch as they create a State tariff upon articles introduced from other States 
and countries into this State, and are regulations of commerce such as only 
belong to the federal Government to enact. 

They protest against the sections aforesaid as tending to the serious injury if 
not the destruction of the trade and commerce of the city of Mobile, the only 
????? within the limits of this State. 
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They protest against the sections aforesaid, because instead of being simply a 
tax on capital, which is a legitima e subject, they levy a tax on trade, which 
should be left free. 

They believe that the mails of acquiring capital, whether it be by industry 
or trade, should be encouraged, and taxes laid on capital and wealth, which are 
the results of industry and trade, and not on the means by which such are ac¬ 
quired. 

They protest against those doctrines as suicidal and destructive of the subject 
of taxation, inasmuch as they invariably have the effect of driving commerce 
from our midst, and of throwing the real treasures into the lap of New Orleans, 
because they are in effect a tariff of discrimination against the merchants of this 
State and in favor of those of the neighboring States. 

They protest against several of the special taxes enumerated in the act, as be¬ 
ing calculated seriously to injure business and repress the spirit of enterprise 
and because they see no fair proportion to the taxes levied on lands and slaves, 
the legitimate subjects of taxation. The policy of imposing special taxes is a 
questionable one, and should not be resorted to except in cases of great neces¬ 
sity, and even then with extreme caution, more especially where they must ne¬ 
cessarily be sectional in their operation. 

The undersigned feed the full force of their objections, yet felt compelled to 
vote for the bill. This vote was reluctantly and with much misgiving cast for 
the bill; but they so voted rather than they or their constituents should be sus¬ 
pected of a desire to avoid a payment of a just share of the debt of the State. 

They regard the true interest of the State as identified with the preservation of 
her faith and credit, and the just, prompt and honorable discharge of her obliga¬ 
tions to her creditors. 

The undersigned were therefore unwilling by any vote of theirs to afford even 
a seeming encouragement to the idea of repudiation. 

Coming from a commercial community, where the observance of commercial 
honor is regarded, they were unwilling that the slightest shadow of suspicion 
should rest on those whom they represent, of a desire, or even of a willingness 
tp see the stain of repudiation resting on the fair fame of Alabama.

They protest that under the provisions of the act, many articles and subjects 
are taxed which they believe should not be ; and in their judgment many of 
them, if the provisions of the act are complied with, must pay tax oftener than 
once in the same year. I n order to remove from said bill some of the most ob¬ 
jectionable features, the undersigned voted to strike out several sections of the 
??? II, which contained some of the obnoxious items of taxation. 

They protest that in their judgment the tax is not laid equally and equitably 
??? the various articles taxed. 

The undersigned, owing to those and other objections, were strongly inclined 
to vote against the bill rather than give a shadow of foundation for the imputa-

Mr Kittrell introduced a bill for the relief of J ames H. Owen, which was read 
three several times and passed. 

Mr Norman from the joint committee appointed to examine the Comptroller's 
and Treasurer's offices, made the following report. 

The joint committee appointed to examine the offices of the Comptroller's of 
Public Accounts and State Treasurer, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

The committee first examined the vouchers on file in the Comptroller's office 
comparing them with the entrys in the book of the office, and with the laws and 
resolutions making appropriations. The committee next compared the warrants 
on file in the Treasurer's office with the entrys in the books of that office ; then 
in the two offices were carefully compared together, the entrys and additions 
closely examined and tested and the whole were found entirely correct and cor¬ 
responding in items and amounts. 

The committee would here state that in setting the outstanding liabilities of 
the Penitentiary, the law required the comptroller of public accounts to draw his 
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warrant on the Treasurer for such amounts as the Governor should order and 
direct. Some of the orders on file appear not to have been signed by the Gov¬ 
ernor, but by his private secretary. The vouchers were not therefore strictly in 
legal form, but the committee are satisfied from the testimony before them that 
the Governor directed and sanctioned what his private secretary did. 

The committee attempted to examine more thoroughly the office of the Comp¬ 
troller than had heretofore been done. For this purpose they caused a ledger to 
be made up, in which was charged the amount of assessment of taxes, license, 

&c. in each county since 1842, and the payments, commissions, insolvencies, 

&c. were credited. The books heretofore required to be kept in the comtroller's 
office did not afford the committee the means of arriving at any thing certain on 
this subject. Some of the accounts could not be made to balance, but the com¬ 
mittee believe that this is to be accounted for by the fact that supplemental re¬ 
turns, insolvencies and licenses have sometimes been brought up on small pieces 
of paper and preserved among the papers in the office. 

The Treasurer exhibited to the committee his bank book showing that he had 
deposited in the State bank at Tuscaloosa and at the Branch Bank at Montgom¬ 
ery the amount of money received by him. 

The committee had no means of testing the correctness of this book so far 
as the deposits at Tuscaloosa were concerned ; but from every evidence and cir¬ 
cumstance within the reach of the committee they have no doubt of the cor¬ 
rectness of this book. 

From the whole examination so far as it has been practicable to make, your 
committee are bound to say that these officers appear to have discharged their 
official duties with honesty and fidelity.
